MR. BLUMENSON: Shall we 

res ume ? 

DI REC T EXAMINATION BY M R. BLUMENSO N: 

(Continuing) 

Q. You understand you're still under oath, 
Mr. Armstrong? 

A. Yeah. I have something I must say 
before we get going. 

Q. Well, go ahead and I'll move to strike 
if it's not revelant to this deposition. 

A. Oh, it's relevant. I was contacted by 
a man by the name of Edward Walters yesterday. 
Ed ward Walters told me that someone from OSA 
Boston by the name of Meryl Dubay, I believe 
it is, contacted him and said that the purpose 
of this deposition, among other things which 
I'll get to, was to use my sworn testimony to 
show that Tonja Burden was not hurt; that you 
were calling a meeting of so-called clients in 
Las Vegas to give them copies of my deposition; 
and that it's to show that I'm part of a 
conspiracy, I'm being paid to extort the 
Church along with Michael Flynn. 
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She also stated that they were now 
going to take action against me. And I spent 
25 months in the RPF, I was locked up for 
three weeks, I've been assaulted, I've been 
run into, attempts were made to drive me off 
the road, I've been sued. Your organiation 
has twice tried to bring phony criminal 
charges against me. And now they are going to 
take action? I'm real concerned. And that 
Boston organization, who I am not connected 
with in any way, is involved. I'm real 
concerned . 

I think that it is clear that you've 
been approaching this deposition in absolute 
bad faith. First night after the deposition a 
stack of those Freedoms connecting me up to 
destruction of Jews, creation of Zyklon B gas, 
dumped in the lobby in the place where I work 
is clearly an operation. 

In fact, you've got a man here who is 
part of the Boston organization, no party to 
the Burden litigation. It's absolutely 
inappropriate. I'm shocked, appalled, and I'm 
real concerned.

I would urge that you tell your client, 
whoever that client is, that, you know, it's 
gone on far enough. This person, Meryl Dubay, 
stated again that Tonja Burden was a drug 
addict. And the proof of that came not from 
her PC folders but from her ethics files. She 
made that very clear to Edward Walters. 

Your organization, on the other hand, 

I have documents stating that they consider 
ethics files protected by the priest-penitent 
privilege. So it's exactly the same violation. 
It's criminal intent and I'm real concerned. 

And I would ask that you tell your clients 
whatever they have planned, you know, makes it 
real rough for me to continue to communicate 
in any way with you people. 

MR. BLUMENSON: All right. 

First of all, I'm going to move to strike that 
as non-responsive to any question — 

THE WITNESS: I think it's 

absolutely germane to this deposition. 

MR. BLUMENSON: You've made 

your statement, Gerry. 

THE WITNESS: You’ve been 
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snide, you've snickered. He's snickered. 

It's not been a comfortable situation. The 
way you've approached this deposition has been 
absolutely inappropriate. And the intent for 
which you're going to use this deposition, 
it's not discovery, it's more of the same 
garbage and attack which I've been subjected 
to by your people for the last many years. 

MR. BLUMENSON: All right. 

Now, look -- 

THE WITNESS: It's got to 

end. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Gerry, I'm 

moving to strike that as non-responsive to any 
question to preserve our legal grounds. I 
also note that you're talking about at least 

double hearsay here. And I also -- well -- 

Q. Do you feel that this deposition of 
the past two days has destroyed your — strike 
that. You called -- Eddie Walters called you; 
correct? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. You didn't ask him to call you. 

A. No. 
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Q. Eddie Walters is a client of Michael 


Flynn's ? 


A. You 

have to talk to Eddie Walters 

about that. 

He called me as a friend. He was 


real concerned. He said it was a definite 


threat.

the word he used was "some action." 

A. Now 

they are going to take action 

against me. 

7^nd I'm telling you, the actions 


that have been taken in the past, if they 
don't consider those things actions and now 
they are going to do something, I'm real 


concerned .

I think I've got reason to be 

concerned. 

Maybe you think -- 

Q. Did 

anyone from the Church contact you 


in the course of the past few days? 

MR. TABB: Perhaps the other 

question, Mr. Blumenson, is this deposition 
being used for litigation purposes, or is this 
being used for propaganda purposes? 

MR. HERTZBERG: The record 

of the deposition will speak for itself in 
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answer to your ridiculous -- 

MR. TABB: Also the 

distribution of the deposition may speak for 
itself. 


MR. RERTZBERG: Now I'm 

going to make a statement, Mr. Armstrong. I 
will tell you, as counsel for Mrs. Mary Sue 
Hubbard, that categorically I'm not aware of 
anything having to do with any of the 
statements that you've just made on the record. 
And I can assure you that my client isn't --

MR. TABB: And your client 

has sued Mr. Armstrong in the past. 

THE WITNESS: Exactly. So I 


think -- 

MR. HERTZBERG: I have 
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addressed myself. I don't care what Mr. 
Armstrong's comments are about whatever he 
perceives has happened in the past. I have 
addressed Mr. Armstrong's comments this 
morning, and I think we are wasting time and 
let's get on with the deposition. 

THE WITNESS: We're not 

wasting time, because it creates in me — and 
it's obvious that there is an intent to create 
in me — a tremendous anxiety about this whole 
thing. To say that your client is clean in 
this is ridiculous. 

Your client is in a position 
perhaps to do something about it. And your 
client, if she doesn't know about it, is 
simply because she chose not to know because 
of the need to know policy of the organization, 
the compartmenta1ization of the organization. 

This man is connected to the 
Boston organization. Meryl Dubay, why she 
would want to -- 

MR. HERTZBERG: Let's go on 

with the deposition. 

THE WITNESS: No. 
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MR. HERTZBERG: You are 

obstructing the deposition at this point. We 
have a limited amount of time, and I want to 
go on with the deposition. 

THE WITNESS: Your client 

has obstructed the deposition clearly by — 

MR. B LUME NS ON: Are you 

going to answer questions today, Gerry? 

THE WITNESS: I'll answer 


que s t ion s . 


MR. BLUMENSON: Let me ask 


one, then. 


MR. HERTZBERG: Would you 

please tell your client to withhold any 
further comments? We let him make his speach 
which we didn't have to let him make, and now 
we want to get on with the deposition. This 
is getting a little bit tiresome here. 

THE WITNESS: It's real 

difficult to continue at all. You know, it is 
clear that I'm the target of your organization, 
the target of harassment. I think it's time 
to knock it off. 


Q. (BY MR. BLUMENSON) Have you been 
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contacted by any member of the Church of 
Scientology in the past several days? 

A. I don't know. 

Q. You have no knowledge that you were 
contacted, in other words. You have no 
recollection of being contacted by any member 
of the Church of Scientology in the past 
sever al days . 

A. No. 

Q. You have -- and no one in the Church 
of Scientology has threatened you in the past 
several days. 

A. Last night. 

Q. Last night. You're talking about a 

conversation where Eddie W alters called you; 
correct? 

A. Correct. 

Q. And all your information comes from 

Eddie Walters. 

A. It all comes in Meryl Dubay. 

Q. Of what Eddie Walters told you. 

A. Correct. 

Q. All right. 

MR. BLUMENSON: And I'm 
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going to state on the record also that I have 
no knowledge of any of the events that you're 
talking about other than what you're saying — 

MR. TABB: Mr. Blumenson, I 

would ask you to take Mr. Armstrong's concerns 
and try to use your supervision of the 
deposition that the deposition is not used 
improperly. 

MR. BLUMENSON: This is very 

reminiscent of when you were sitting next to 
Lavenda VanSchaick who said her hotel was 
bombed, and you and, I believe, David Banash 
made a big thing about she's bombed during the 
deposition by the Church of Scientology. And 
it turned out, upon calling the hotel, that 
nothing at all had happened. 

MR. TABB: Then why were the 

police called in and why — 

MR. BLUMENSON: And the 

police told me that nothing had happened and 
so did the hotel manager. This kind of thing 
is too reminiscent of obstruction in so many 
depositions in the past. 

MR. HERTZBERG: I also can't 
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let your comment go without a response. You 
know very, very well that Hr. Blumenson and I 
have conducted ourselves professionally during 
the entire course of this deposition. And you 
know that we intend to use the deposition in 
the course of litigation, because Mr. 

Armstrong has been injected into this 
litigation by your client, the plaintiff, 

Tonja Burden, who has named Mr. Armstrong as a 
person with knowledge about her claims in 
interrogatory after interrogatory. 

And the record will reflect 
that we've behaved ourselves entirely well. 

And I would suggest that you also advise your 
client, if you want to start making speaches 
about that, and let him know that we have 
conducted ourselves as lawyers should conduct 
themselves, notwithstanding obscenities, abuse, 
libelous and slanderous statements made 
against Mr. Blumenson and myself over the last 
two days by your client which we've ignored in 
contempt to continue this deposition for the 
lawful purpose for which it's being taken. 

Let's proceed. 
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THE WITNESS: I don't want 

to end on that note, because I think that's 
inappropriate. Your people have carried out a 
campaign of harassment during this deposition. 

MR. TABB: That's fine. 

THE WITNESS: And if he 

professes ignorance of it, that has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the fact that his client 
is doing it. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Would you 
please have your client gather himself so he 
can answer questions? It's now 20 past ten -- 

THE WITNESS: I have 

difficulty gathering myself when I have attack 
after attack by your client. 

MR. BLUMENSON: And we have 

not been able to ask any questions because of 
your client's -- 

THE WITNESS: Not because of 

the client's, because of the actions taken by 
your client. 

MR. HERTZBERG: How about 


not screaming. 


THE WITNESS: Oh, knock of 
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off. You know darn well that these things are 
carried out, and you know darn well the effect 
that it has on someone who has been attacked, 
who has been physically assaulted. 

HR. HERTZBERG: Let's start -- 

Michael, I'm asking you -- 

MR. BLUMENSONs I'm moving 
to strike that as non-responsive to any 
question, and we will -- let's go through 
three hours of questioning this morning, we'll 
take a break for lunch. But I do not consider 
what's been happening so far to be any 
deposition time at all. 

Q. Were you expelled from Scientology? 

A. I was declared a suppressive person. 

Q. Were you expelled? 

A. I guess so. 

Q. And after you were expelled at some 
point you were involved in litigation with the 
Church; correct? 

A. I was sued by the organization in 
August 1982. 

Q. And you sued the organization as well, 
d id you not? 
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A. I counterclaimed thereafter. 

Q. And how many millions of dollars did 
you sue for ? 


A.

A. And the other actions, and the frameup, 
and the turning of my best friend against me 
who turned out to be an intelligence agent. 

Q. Who is that? 

A. The perjured testimony by John 
Peterson, the perjured testimony by Earl C. 
Cooley, the rotten scandalous actions taken by

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attorneys and members of the organization 
against me subsequent to any filing of any 
cross complaint. 

Q. Who is your best friend who has turned 
against you? 

A. Dan Sherman. 

Q. Is he a member of the Church? 

A. He's an intelligence operative of the 
organization. I have no idea what his status 
is now. 

Q. All right. One second. 

(Pause . ) 

MR. BLUMENSON: Mr. Tabb, 

your client has made many charges that I 
haven't heard him make before against the 
Church of Scientology, and relating to his own 
situation. 

Now, I feel I'm in a bind 
because we have a stipulation for three days — 
to have him here for three days. Mr. 

Hertzberg has a right during those three days 
to cross-examine -- or to examine Mr. 

Armstrong on behalf of Mary Sue Hubbard. 

I don't wish to cross- 
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examine on areas that are regarding his 
alleged harassment if it means robbing time 
from relevant Tonja Burden material. Although 
I believe what he's saying now is very 
revelant to cross-examination in terms of bias 
and other impeachment material. 

What I'm going to propose is 
that we stick to the three-day stipulation, 
that we also further stipulate that after 
Mr. Kertzberg has finished his examination 
regarding Mary Sue Hubbard, if there is time 
within that three days, which today is the 
last, that we stipulate that I will then have 
the opportunity to question on some of these 
charges that Mr. Armstrong is making now. 

MR. TAEB: I believe some of 


the charges --

MR. BLUMENSON: On the basis 

of the stipulation? 

MR. TABB: I believe most of 

this area has been covered, even the 
allegations Mr. Armstrong has made in the past, 
just made regarding the setup operations. I 
believe this area has been covered at length. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Well, let's 

cross that bridge when we come to it. All I'm 
saying is I would like the opportunity to go 
out of turn after the Mary Sue Hubbard — 

MR. TABB: Fine. But we 

reserve our rights to object and not to answer 

questions on the basis of any prior 
stipulations . 

MR. BLUMENSON: That's 


under stood. 

Q. And you plan on being a witness in as 
many cases in the Scientology litigation as 
Michael Flynn asks you to be; is that true? 
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A. This area has been gone into before. 
Q. Is that a true statement? 


A. No . 


MR. TABS: It's been asked 


and answered. 


Q . It's not a true statement? 

A. It's a stupid statement, and I've 
already answered extensively in that area. 

MR. TABB: Question has been 

asked and answered. 


Q. So you've indicated that you will 
testify in — 

MR. TABB: You're asking for 

speculation, Mr. Blumenson. Mr. Hertzberg 
objected to such questions. Please move on. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Mr. 


Blumenson is asking for present intentions. 
He's asking what his present intention is. 
He's not asking him to speculate. 

MR. TABB: Please move on, 


Mr. Blumenson. 


Q. Are you going to refuse to answer? 

A. I've already answered. I answered the 
first day. 
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MR. T7-iBE : The question has 

been asked and ansv/ered. Would you please 
move on? You're wasting your own time. 

MR. HERTZBERG: The question 

has not been asked -- 

THE WITNESS: Do you have 

the first day's -- 

MR. BLUMENSON: Let's not 

start reading through the transcript to see 
what — 

THE WITNESS: Not before I 

can answer it just to show that I have 
ansv/ered it. 

Q. Do you have any written contract with 
Michael Flynn? 

A. No . 

Q. If you testified on behalf of the 
Church in any case, would you expect Mr. Flynn 
to continue you in his employ? 

MR. TABB: Would you please 

rephrase the question? I don't understand. 

Q. If you testified in favor of the 
Church in any case, would you expect Mr. Flynn 
to continue you as his employee in this 
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1 i t igat ion? 

A. You'll have to define exactly what 
that means. 

Q. If you voluntarily -- if you 
volunteered to appear on the stand and testify 
favorably to the Church of Scientology in this 
litigation, would you expect Mr. Flynn to 
continue to employ you? 

A. Don't you think I have testified 
favorably for the Church of Scientology? 

Q. Do you feel that you're here as a 
friend of the Church of Scientology? 

A. Don't you think I have testified 
favorably? 

MR. HERTZ BERG: The 

questions are asked by the lawyer to the 
witness, not from the witness to the lawyer. 

THE WITNESS: Well, he asks 

a question which is so bizarre. 

Q. I'm asking you if Mr. Flynn would 
continue to -- do you believe that you would 
continue in Mr. Flynn's employ if you talked 
about the benefits of the Church of 
Scientology? 
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MR. TABB: That's a 

speculative question. Mr. Armstrong has 
testified how he has testified to this time. 

If you're asking if he's trying to perjure 
himself to stay in his employment, why don't 
you ask him that question. 

MR. BLUMENSON: I didn't ask 

him that. 

MR. TABB: You're asking an 

entirely speculative question. 

Q. You're refusing to answer what the 
consequences would be of your employment with 
Mr. Flynn if you testified favorably to the 
Church? 

A. No, I'm not refusing to answer. 

Q. Will you answer that question? 

A. The question makes no sense. Give me 
an example. 

MR. TABB: It's entirely 

speculative. The question makes no sense. 
Would you try and rephrase your question, 

Mr. Blumenson? 

Q. If the Church approached you and asked 
you to testify as a witness for them, would 
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you do so voluntarily? 

A. Give me an example. 

Q. Well, for example, in this case you've 
testified that you know of no complaints Tonja 
Burden made about harassment other than these 
two incidents involving Broderick and Andrews. 
Do you recall that testimony yesterday? 

A. That Tonja Burden what? 

Q. Made no complaints of any harassment 
to you other than the incidents you described 
involving Broderick and Andrews. Do you 
remember that testimony yesterday? 

MR. TABB: We're talking 

about harassment after she left the Church. 

A. In addition to taking the information 
from her PC folders and going to the press? 

Q. You said you had no firsthand 
knowledge . 

A. Oh, now you're into firsthand 
knowledge. 

Q. Let's take another example. 

A. You've got to make your statements a 
little more clear. 

Q. Do you recall your testimony that you 
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did not kidnap Tonja Burden? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. And if the Church called you and asked 
you to testify that there was no kidnapping, 
and that any claim by Tonja Burden that there 
was a kidnapping is false, would you testify 
to that voluntarily without a subpoena? 

A. That's what I did testify to. 

Q. All right. 

A. Except with the qualifyer that she 
certainly was threatened and terrorized and it 
was that terror which I used to get her back. 

Q. That's what you're saying now? 

A. Did I physically pick her up and put 
her in the car? No. 

Q. Do you have any preference who wins 
the case of Tonja Burden versus Church of 
Scientology? 

A. Yes . 

Q. And who do you prefer to win? 

A. The honest party. 

Q. I said who. Can you identify the 
person or organization you prefer to win by 
name ? 
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A. Tonja Burden should win. 

Q. And in the cases of all the plaintiffs 
suing the Church of Scientology, you know 
there are several plaintiffs suing the Church 
of Scientology; correct? 

A. Okay. 

Q. That's correct, isn't it? You know of 
many plaintiffs that you've met with who are 
suing the Church of Scientology; isn't that 
true? 

A. Many plaintiffs that I've met with? I 
wouldn't say many. 

Q. And are there any cases against the 
Church of Scientology which you would prefer 
the Church of Scientology to win? 

A. Not those ones where I've talked to 
plaintiffs. 

Q. In each case you want the plaintiff to 
win that case. 

A. Oh, that's the only way justice would 
be done. 

Q. Now, when you said in the Lavenda 
VanSchaick deposition in 1984 that Michael 
Flynn provided you with, quote, "security," 
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unquote, do you recall that testimony? 

A. No. I never received that deposition, 
so — 

Q. Well, has Michael Flynn provided you 
with what you consider, quote, "security," 
unquote? 

A. Oh, I think so. 

Q. And have you discussed with Michael 
Flynn his role in providing you with security? 

MR. TABB: Objection -- 

A. He's my lawyer. 

MR. TABB: -- attorney- 

client privilege. 

MR. BLUMENSON: There is no 

privilege as to that. This doesn't concern 
any legal advice. 

MR. TABB: Then you can take 

that up with the judge. We're not answering 
the question. 

Q. Have you ever worked with or met with 

Wayne Hollingsworth? 

A. No. 

Q. Did Tonja Burden ever lie to you, to 
your knowledge? 
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A. I don't recall any lying. Nothing 
comes to mind right now. 

Q. During all the time you were on the 
Apollo you don't recall her telling you a lie? 

A. I don't recall right now. 

Q. Do you recall Terry Gamboa lying to 
you at all? 

A. Oh, boy. 

MR. TABB: Are we talking 

about in the period of her marriage or after 
the period — 

MR. BLUMENSON: At any time. 

MR. TABB: I believe 


conversations he has with his wife under 


California law during the period of marriage 
are protected. 

MR. BLUMENSON: I'm not 


asking for content of -- 

MR. TABB: Apparently if 

you're asking if she lied, that's the content. 

MR. HERTZBERG: That's 


certainly not content. The next question 
would be content. What did she say would be a 
lie. 
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MR. BLUMENSON: Then that 

privilege can be asserted. 

MR. TABS: You can't go into 

the conversation of a lie without -- he’s 
giving a conversation -- 

MR. BLUMENSON: I’m not 

going into any conversation. 

MR. TABB: We're taking the 

position that any conversations during the 
marriage are protected. 

MR. BLUMENSON: All right. 

You can make that record. 

Q. At the time you were not married to 
Terry Gamboa do you know of any lie she told 
you? 

A. Yeah . 

Q. And what was that? 

A. Her testimony in Armstrong contained 

some lies. 

Q. Did she ever tell you a lie one-to-one? 

A. Well, the testimony — oh, yeah. Let 
me think now. She lied to me in March of 1984. 

Q. And what was that lie? 

A. She said she was not going to report 
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on the -- as it turned out -- operation to 
destroy me. 

Q. She was not going to report to whom on 
the operation to destroy you? 

A. To anyone. 

Q. And she did report on the operation to 
destroy yo u ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And who did she report to? 

A. The routing has been cut off the 
debrief, but it was an operation, she said it 
was not an operation. There is a debrief, it 
ended up in what's called -- of course, there 
is no B — 1 , but it ended up in intelligence 
files in the organization. 

Q. And how do you know that it was in 
intelligence files in the organization? 

A. It's produced as part of my B-l file. 

Q. All right. In the sea organization, 
is it true that the Church provided members of 
the sea organization first of all with an 
allowance? We've established that; correct? 

A. Some times . 

Q. With room and board; correct? 
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A. Some times. 

Q. Did the sea organization provide 
lodging for people? 

A. Some times. 

Q. And when did it -- did it kick people 
out of lodging? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And where did those people, when they 
were kicked out of lodging, where did they go 
to? Do you know? 

A. Some went to the boiler room, some 
went to the garage, some were — 

Q. Did some go home? 

A. Some went home. 

Q. Did the sea organization — 

A. Some probably died on the street. 

Q. Can you name somebody who died on the 
street? 


A. No, but you can't name where everyone 

disappeared to. One woman died when she 
jumped off a pier. 

Q. Who is that? 

A. I don't know her name, but -- 

Q. What year? 
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A. 


— somewhere in Clearwater. 


80s -- 


probably late '70s, maybe *80, '81. 


Were you a witness to this? 


A. No. 


Q. Did Michael Flynn tell you about it? 
A. No. I knew about it at the time. 


Q. Now, you said that some people died on 
the streets. 


A. No, I didn't. 

Q. You're not making any claim that any 
member of the sea organization was kicked out 
to die on the streets, are you? 

MR. TABB: Mr. Armstrong is 

not making any claim in this case at all. 

Q. You're not making any statement -- you 
don't believe -- 


A. People were summarily kicked out, 
rejected, penniless, kicked out. 

Q. And then they went home as far as you 
know. 


A. I don't know if they went home or not 
Q. But -- 

A. They were not given any money. They 
were kicked out. People were beached.

Q. And when they — you say they were 
kicked out, you don't know whether they went 
home, you don't know where they went; isn't 
this fair to say? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. And yet you just said earlier that you 
know some people at least may have died on the 
streets. 

A. They may have. 

Q. And you have no evidence that anyone 
died on the streets. Isn't that correct? 

A. Do you? 

Q . Do you? 

MR. TABB; Mr. Armstrong 
said it was probable that someone had died on 
the streets and said he had no evidence 
specifically. He was speculating. 

Q. Why did you say people died on the 
streets? 

A. Because of the utter disregard that 
that organization and L. Ron Hubbard have for 
human life, human existence and decency. 

Q. So because of your your opinion, your 
very low opinion of L. Ron Hubbard and the 
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Church of Scientology, you were willing to sit 
here under oath and say probably people died 
on the streets, and you had no evidence that 
anyone died on the streets. 

MR. TABB: Mr. Blumenson, 

that's not a question, that's a statement. 

It's argumentative. Let's get on with the 
depos i tion . 

Q. In your opinion, who runs the Church 
of Scientology today? What are the names? 

MR. TA3B: How is that 

relevant to the Tonja Burden deposition? 

MR. BLUMENSON: We're going 

to get to that in a minute. 

A. A group of attorneys. 

Q. Who are the attorneys who you say run 
the Church of Scientology? Do I? 

A. In my -- I think you're just an 
underling. You've denied all responsibility 
for everything. Probably the Lenske brothers, 
maybe Cooley has a hand in it, Eugene M. 

Ingram certainly is a player. 

Q. Anybody else run the Church of 
Scientology today? 
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A. I'd say Miscavige, Starkey, Spurlock, 
maybe one or two of the Broekers. 

Q. And then there -- 

A. And L. Ron Hubbard, if he's, you know — 
of course if L. Ron Hubbard's alive somewhere, 
he's running it. 

Q. Do you believe he's alive? 

A. I'm not sure. It's real possible that, 
given the way that he operates, given the 
circumstances, that he's alive. 

Q. Now, you said that when you were — do 
you have any evidence when you — what 
circumstances are you referring to when you 
say under the circumstances he may be alive? 

A. The amount of money that he extorted 
from the organization, the fact that there was 
no autopsy done, the fact of the immediate 
destruction of the body. Those are a number 
of circumstances, certainly enough to put some 
doubt in my mind. And his continual flight 
from justice throughout the last many years. 

Q. Now, when you were the head of the RPF, 
you say that you changed the hours of the RPF 
policy, the daily schedule of the RPF policy; 
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cor rect? 

A. I don't know where you got that. 

MR. TABB: I don't believe 

he said that. 

Q. Well, didn't you testify that under 
RPF policy there was a full nights' sleep, but 
that that was not carried out when you were 
head of the RPF? 

A. RPF policy was seven hours sleep. In 
many cases that was not the way it was. 

Q. And that's when you were the head of 
the RPF; correct? 

A. I was the head of the RPF under the 
CMO and under L. Ron Hubbard. They exerted -- 

Q. Did L. Ron Hubbard ever order you to, 
on a particular day, veer from the seven and a 
half hours, specifically? 

A. Many, many times. 

Q. What was the first such day that he 
ordered that the seven and a half hours sleep 
not be observed? What date? 

A. Ch, probably August '76. 

Q. All right. And did you receive a memo 
from him in August '76? 
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A. Received an order from the mission. 

Q. I'm asking you for an order from L. 

Ron Hubbard -- 

A. It was an L. Ron Hubbard mission. CMC 
members were participants. CMO members act as 
if from Hubbard. An order from a CMO member 
is an order from L. Ron Hubbard. 

Q. All right. I'm asking you for any 
specific statement made by L. Ron Hubbard or 
an order signed by L. Ron Hubbard that said on 
a particular date veer from this seven and a 
half hours. 

A. I've answered that question. 

Q. There is no such statement; correct? 

A. Again, orders from the CMO are 
considered orders from L. Ron Hubbard. They 
were received by me beginning in August of 
1976 . 

Q. Do you have any of these orders? 

A. No. The organization has refused to 
produce these orders which have been requested 
and ordered by the California Supreme Court 
they have still refused to produce them. 

Q. And would you describe exactly the 
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order as it appears in a request to produce 
that you're referring to? V7hat order are you 
referring to? 

A. Order of the California Supreme Court -- 

Q. No, no, no, no. I'm asking you what 
order of L. Ron Hubbard has been refused that 
you have moved for or Michael Flynn has moved 
for that is an order that the RPF hours be 
altered? 

A. Approximately August 1976, order 
assigning conditions of liability or below to 
myself. 

Q. And this order assigning condition of 
liability, you say, alters your sleep hours in 
the RPF. 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. All right. Now, you — when you were 
head of the RPF, you did not stick to this 
seven and a half hours of sleep a night policy; 
correct? 

A. It was impossible to because of the 
orders coming down from L. Ron Hubbard's 
messengers. 

Q. But you carried out this order you're

A. Which order are you talking about? 

Q. That people not sleep seven and a half 
hours. Did you carry out that order? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. All right. Did Lenske carry out that 
order, or did Lenske issue that order or have 
anything to do with that order? 

A. I don't know if Lenske was involved at 


that time. 

Q. Was any of the people that you named 
as running the Church involved in that 
particular order to your knowledge? 

A. At that time L. Ron Hubbard ran the

You know that Lenske was not there at the time. 

Q. Right. The people who run the Church 
now you say did not run it when Tonja Burden 
was in the RPF; correct? 

A. L. Ron Hubbard ran it. 

Q. Am I correct in that question, the 
people who run the Church now did not run the 
Church in 1976 and -7? 

A. Unless you want to go — unless L. Ron 
Hubbard's death is a fabrication and he's 
still running the organization — 

Q. And what about the people that are in 
the Church as parishioners or course takers, 
the hundreds or thousands or millions of them? 
Did the majority of them have anything to do 
with changing the hours of the RPF? 

A. (No response.) 

Q. Did the average Church parishioner 
have anything to do with setting the hours of 
the RPF? 

A. No . 
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Q. Neither the leadership of the Church 
today nor the average parishioner had anything 
to do with that; correct? 

A. Oh, some of the leadership now had 
something to do with it then. They were 
vehicles of L. Ron Hubbard. 

Q. In 1976. 

A. Yeah. David Miscavige, he was in 
charge of that Hubbard -- or second on that 
Hubbard mission which imposed into the RPF 
changes in the structure and created -- 

Q. Did David Miscavige ever order that 
these hours be changed from seven and a half 
hours to some other particular hours of sleep? 

A. He did in my case. 

Q. In Tonja Burden's case did he? 

A. I can't tell you if he was the vehicle 
for that or not. The CMO was. 

Q. Well, you were the vehicle in Tonja 
Burden's case, for changing her hours. 

A . No. No. 

Q. Did you order her, when you were head 
of the RPF, to sleep less than seven and a 
half hours? 
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A. Undoubtedly she did. But did I issue 
that order? No. 

Q. Did you carry out that order? 

A. I had to. 

Q. Do you think she should be suing you 
for your involvement in her daily schedule? 

A. I think she should be suing L. Ron 
Hubbard. 

Q. Do you think she should be suing you 
for your involvement in altering her daily 
schedule at the RPF? 

MR. TABB: That's Tonja 

Burden's decision. And what Mr. Armstrong 
thinks about it isn't terribly relevant to 
this case. Let's go on, Mr. Blurnenson. 

Q. Are you refusing to answer? 

MR. TAB3: Yes, we're 

refusing to answer the question. 

MR. HERTZ BERG: Let the 

record reflect that the witness wanted to 
answer . 

MR. TABB: And the record 

may reflect that, but the witness's attorney 
is attempting to cut this deposition short so 
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we can ask relevant questions that have 
something to do with the case, if the attorney 
for the Church of Scientology wishes to find 
out what happened. 

If the attorney for the 
Church of Scientology would rather talk to 
Mr. Armstrong about his feelings which are not 
necessarily germane to this examination, then 
we can walk out now. 

MR. HERTZBERGs They are 
germane, and I notice your qualification not 
necessarily germane. And furthermore I -- the 
record has amply demonstrated already, the 
lawyer who has just instructed the witness not 
to answer the question, that the witness began 
to answer and showed that he would also -- is 
also the lawyer for the plaintiff in this case. 

MR. TABB: That's correct. 

Please ask another question, Mr. Slumenson. 

THE WITNESS: How do you 

know from a gesture across the table that I 
was intending to answer that question? 

MR. HERTZBERG: Because you 

started gesturing with your hand, and you 
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started speaking, that's how I knew. 

THE WITNESS: Oh. So every 

time I gesture and speak it's an answer to the 
question? At least we acknowledge that I have 
been, every time I gesture, ansv/ering the 
quest ions. 

Q. Were you in some way responsible for 
either setting or carrying out the hours that 
Tonja Burden — the daily schedule Tonja 
Burden lived by in the RPF? 

A. I did not set them. They were set by 
others, they were ordered by others. Did I 
carry out those orders? Yes. 

Q. You carried them a lot more -- 

A. Was it a heinous act on my part? 

You're damn right. Am I responsible? Yes. 

Q. And you're a lot more responsible than 
the average person taking Scientology courses 
or believing in Scientology or the average 
parishioner for Tonja Burden's hours in the 
RPF, aren't you? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. And do you think Tonja Burden should 
be suing you for your involvement in her life 
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at the 

RPF?

A. I believe that — yes, because the 
practices and the policies and the orders 
which came down from that organization which 
if I did not carry out I would be in the RPF's 
RPF locked up, thrown in the dumpster. 

Q. Were you ever thrown in a dumpster? 

A. I worked in dumpsters. 

MR. HERTZBERG: That wasn't 

the question. 

Q. Were you thrown into a dumpster? That 
means did somebody physically take you and 
throw you in a dumpster? 

A. I never said someone physically threw 
me in ad umps ter. 

Q. So you weren't thrown into a dumpster. 

A. Ordered into a dumpster. If I didn't 

go, I would have been thrown. 

Q. And did you do some work in the 
d umps ter? 
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A. Yes . 

Q. And v/hat was that work? 

A. Cleaning it. 

Q. All right. Now, did the Church of 
Scientology or the the RPF hire professional 
maid service in the RPF or on the Apollo? 

A. No. 

Q. And it was up to the people who were 
on the Apollo or in the RPF to clean their own 
org ; isn't that correct? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Now, you said yesterday — do you 
recall your testimony that you never thought 
of leaving the Apollo while you were on it?

Q. Do you recall that testimony? 

MR. TABS: I don't believe -- 

A. What I said was — 

MR. TAB3: — that was Mr. 


Armstrong's testimony. 

A. -- if one thought, and I may have had 
that instantaneous thought, it was immediately 
squelched. 

Q. By your self. 
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A. By the mind control techniques and 
terror inflicted by the organization as 
directed by L. Ron Hubbard. He terrorized 
people . 

Q. Did you think of leaving that boat 
while you were on it or not? 

MR. TABB: We have covered 

this, Mr. Blumenson. 

MR. BLUMENSON: We have not 

had a straight answer to that. 

MR. TABB: The record is 

going to stay the way it is, and we can take 
it up with a judge. I believe we keep going 
over the same grounds over and over again. 

Mr. Blumenson is wasting his time, your time, 
Mr. Hertzberg's and my time. 

MR. BLUMENSON: This 

deposition would be — 

MR. TABB: Let's stick to 

straightforward questions, very few of which 
have been asked, Mr. Blumenson. Would you 
please ask a straightforward question? 

MR. HERTZBERG: Mike, stop

Q. Do you have any idea whether Tonj a 
Burden wanted to get off the Apollo or not? 

A. I don't know. 

Q. Do you think that people who were on 
the Apollo or people currently in the Church 
of Scientology today should be forced out of 
it? 

MR. TABB: What possible 

relevance is that to this question? Go on to 
the next question, Mr. — 

MR. BLUMENSON: You're 

refusing to answer that? 

MR. TABB: Yes. 

MR. BLUMENSON: You're 

directing the witness not to answer that? 

MR. TABB: I am trying to 

expedite this -- 

MR. HERTZBERG: On relevance 

grounds? 

MR. TABB: Yes, I am. 
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Please go on. 

Q. When you were on the Apollo, you chose 
not to route out; correct? 

A. One does not -- 

MR. TABB: We have gone over 

this ground again and again. We are not 
answering the question. 

MR. BLUMENSON: This 

question has never been asked. 

MR. TABB: It has been asked. 

MR. BLUMENSON: The record 

will reflect what happened here. 

MR. TABB: Fine. Go ahead, 

Mr. Blumenson. 

Q. Do you believe that there are people 
in the Church of Scientology who want to be 
there? 

A. Probably is. 

Q. And do you believe that they are 
entitled -- strike that. In your case, when 

you were on the Apollo, you could have left if 
you wanted to; correct? 

MR. TABB: Asked and 

answered, Mr. Blumenson. Go on to the next 
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question. 

MR. IIERTZBERG: Stop yelling, 

Michael. 

MR. BLUMENSON; Michael, 

this is really unseemly. 

MR. TABB: It is getting 

very irritating, Mr. Blumenson. Please go on 
to the next question, if you have anymore

Q. Do you know of anybody who is being 
held in the Church of Scientology against 

their will today? 

A. Can't answer that. 

Q. Why can't you answer that, Gerry? 

MR. TABB: Mr. Armstrong is 

not a member of the Church of Scientology 
today, and I do not see what the relevance of 
people being held by the Church of Scientology 
today is to Tonja Burden's case. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Are you 

directing him to refuse to answer that? 

MR. TABB: The question is 

irrelevant, and Mr. Armstrong has answered the 
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best he can. Would you please go on and ask 
relevant questions? 

MR. HERTZ BERG: As you noted, 

all objections are preserved until trial. 

MR. TABB: I have the 

ability to try and proceed this deposition to 
go on relevant questions. If the questions 
are being asked for harassment, are not being - 
we have the right to suspend the deposition 
and get an order to that point. I do not want 
to take that action, but I am warning Mr. 
Blumenson that he keeps going over the same 
ground. 

MR. BLUMENSON: I have not 

asked this question before, Michael. 

MR. HERTZBERG: You made an 

interesting observation here. You said Mr. 

Armstrong answered a simple question, "Do you 

have any knowledge about anybody being held 

against their will today?" You said Mr. 

\ 

Armstrong is not in the Church. All the 
question apparently called for was a no. If 
Mr. Armstrong had no knowledge, all he had to 
say was no. 
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MR. TABS: Mr. Armstrong 

cannot answer that. The reason he cannot 
answer that — I believe Mr. Armstrong had the 
full time to answer that question. 

MR. HERTZBERG: You wasted 

three or four minutes when a simple no would 
have allowed us to ask five or six more 
questions and perhaps be finished with this 
line of questioning. 

Q. I simply want to know, Gerry, do you 
have any knowledge from any source of a person 
who is being held in the Church of Scientology 
against their will currently? 

A. Aside from the fact that they are 
given phony information and fraudulent 
representations which alter the normal will of 
an individual, I know of no incarcerations 
currently. 

Q. All right. And when — in terms of 
the people who you say are given or understand 
false things about the Church of Scientology, 
do you feel that they should be forcibly taken 
out of the Church? 

MR. TABS: Mr. Blumenson, I 
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will ask you one more time, what does Mr. 
Armstrong's feelings about how people 
connected in the Church today have any 
relevance to Tonja Burden's case who left the 
Church in 1977? 

MR. BLUMENSON: The 

complaint talks about a pattern of fraud in 
the Church of Scientology. 

MR. TABS: Between 1973 

through 1977. Mr. Armstrong is not a member 
of the Church of Scientology in 1936. 

MR. BLUMENSON: And Mr. 

Armstrong has testified in this deposition 
that people are L. Ron Hubbard's slaves, and 
held there against their will. And I have 
every right to examine what he means when he 
says they are held against their will. 

MR. TABB: And he has 

described that in his questions about other 
people during the time he was a member of the 
Church of Scientology, what is currently 
happening to what is happening in this lav/suit. 

». MR. BLUMENSON: Let the 

/ 

record reflect that Mr. Tabb has directed his 
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client, Mr. Armstrong, and a client in another 
case, not to answer probably the last 10 or 12 
questions. 

MR. TABB: The record says 

what the record says, Mr. Blumenson. 

Q. Do you know whether Tonga Burden has 
any dental problems or has had dental problems? 

A. I don't currently know. She may have 
mentioned something back years ago. I don't 
know. 

Q. You have no recollection of any dental 
pr ob1em s ? 

A. No current recollection. 

Q. Are you under the care of a 
psychiatrist currently? 

MR. TAB3: What is the 

relevance of that question, Mr. Blumenson? 

MR. BLUMENSON: Goes to 

credibility, believeability, and various other 
aspec ts . 

THE WITNESS: Is that 

because psychiatrists are all killers? 

MR. BLUMENSON: Can you 

answer that question? It's likely to lead to 
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the discovery of revelant evidence, Mike. 

A. Okay. The answer is no. 

Q. Have you ever been under the care of 

Dr. John Clark? 

A . No . 

Q. Have you ever been under the care of 

Dr. Margaret Single? 

A. No . 

Q. Have you ever been under the care of 

any psychiatrist since you left the Church of 

Scientology? 

A. No . 

Q. And you've gone on television, haven't 
you, since you left the Church? 

A. I hesitate to — 

MR. TABS: He has a weekly 

entertainment show on NBC. He's on three 
times a week. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Mike, are 

you testifying in this deposition? 

A. Yes, I have. 

Q. And when you went on TV, were you 
talking about the Church of Scientology? 

A. I probably was talking about L. Ron 
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Hubbard . 


Q. And is it fair to say that you were 
giving unfavorable — an unfavorable viewpoint? 
A. Is the truth unfavorable? 

Q. Were you -- was the gist of your 
statement on TV complimentary to L. Ron 
Hubbard or uncomplimentary to L. Ron Hubbard? 

A. Does the truth set him free? 

Q. Can you answer that question? 

A. Well, you tell me. 

MR. TABS: It is a question 

that whoever heard — 

Q. Did you call L. Ron Hubbard a fraud on 

TV? 


A. He is a fraud. 

Q. Did you say that on the TV show? 

A. I don't have a recollection -- he is a 
fraud. I don't have a recollection on TV of 
saying that. However, I certainly would, 
because he is a fraud.

Q. And is that a religion?

Q. Is this also sometimes referred to as

A. The org board is in part a reflection 
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of that. 

Q. Now, you testified yesterday that 

Tonja Eurden did not work for the guardian's 
office; is that correct? 

A. Cor rect. 

Q. Isn't it also correct that Tonja 

Burden did not work for the controller's 
office? 

A. Aside from the routing of mail to them,

Q. She was not a member of the controller's 
office, was she?

a part of some other group which was senior to 
it. So it's true in part, but the controller's 
office controlled it. 

Q. All right. In what way did the 
controller's office control the Flag readiness 
unit? 

A. Because the controller's office was 
senior to the -- or part of the guardian's 
office. And the guardian's office was able to 
control personnel, finance, was able to — 
they effected the public relations aspects of 
the organization, and they handled 
intelligence. So they controlled. 

They — if someone in the Flag 
readiness unit was unacceptable to the 
guardian's office and the controller's office 
above that, there is not any other part of the 
organization which could countermand that 
except for L. Ron Hubbard. 

Q. Now, when you referred to the guardian's 

office in your testimony here, which guardian's 
office are you referring to? 

A. The guardian's office was a network of 
offices -- of operations throughout the world. 
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There was a GO in virtually every organization 
around the planet. They were, as a network, 
called the guardian's office. 

Q. And where was the Flag readiness unit 
located? 

A. FRU's I believe, were in major — sea 
org organizations wherever they were. 

Q. Now, if Tonja Burden was in the FRU, 
and I take it by FRU you mean Flag readiness 
unit — 

A. Cor rect . 

Q. -- in Los Angeles in 1973 -- part of 

1973 and part of 1974, which guardian's office 
would have had dealings with that FRU? 

A. Any could have. However, they were in 
the area of the GOUS. So GOUS would have been 
involved. GOWW could have been involved, 
likely via the GOUS or the local GO. GO — if 
there was a GLA it started around that period. 

Q. By GOWW do you mean guardian office 
wo rid wide? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Now -- 

A. They were able to bypass, so a GOWW 
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mission could go to virtually any organization 
in the world. They could go to Flag, they 
could go to the FRU. 

Q. Where was FOLO located during that 
time period? 

A. My recollection is the building on 
Hollywood Boulevard — you mean FOLO west U.S.? 

Q. Yeah, in April — from April '73 to 
approximately March '74. 

A. I was not in there at that time. I 
was on board the ship. So -- 

Q. So you don't have firsthand knowledge? 

A. I don't have firsthand knowledge. But 

I believe that I -- that in 1974 when I was in 
Los Angeles, that they were at that location 
on Hollywood Boulevard. 3ut, you know, 
whether or not that's around that date, that 
form there — 

Q. Was FOLO part of the guardian's office? 

A. No . 

Q. Was FOLO part of a controller's office? 

A. No. FOLO, as I've said before, was 

subject to them, in those areas of legal, PR, 
finance, intelligence, personnel. 
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Q. All right. Was it subject to them in 
any other categories? 

A. I think that broadly covers it. 

Q. All right. The estates project force, 
which I think you've already testified to as 
EPF, was that part of the controller's office? 

A. Ho . 

Q. Was the estates project force part of 
the guardian's office? 

A. No . 

Q. The rehabilitation project force, 
which I believe you have from time to time 
referred to in your testimony as RPF, was that 
part of the guardian's office? 

A. Well, again, only that it was subject 
to them. They could order into that — into 

the RPF. But it was not considered part of 

the guardian's office or the controller's 
office. 

Q. Okay. Now, when you say ordered into, 
is that in the same areas that you've 
identified a moment ago, those same categories, 
personnel, finance, legal, intelligence? 

A. Correct. 
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Q. 

Any other areas? 

A. 

Not that I know of. 

Q. 

The external commun icat ions office, 


where was that located? 

A. The time I suppose that we're 
referring to, it was in Dunedin. 


Q. 

Was that part of the -- 

A. 

It has, of course, moved through time. 


MR. TABB: Can we put it 


down for the record what time you are 
referring to? And are you referring to in 
Florida, we presume. Let's put that down on 
the record. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Yes. Why 

don't we agree that we are talking about the

Q. Was that part of the controller's 
office? 

A . No . 

Q. Was that part of the guardian's office? 
A. No -- now, again, with the 
understanding that we handle GO traffic, we

controller's office traffic, we were 
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subject — or we had the — their codes, we 
performed functions for them, but we were not 
considered part of it. 

Q. All right. The cadette organization, 
was the cadette organization part of the 
controller's office? 

A. No . 

Q. Was the cadette organization part of 
the guardian's office? 

A. No . 

MR. HERTZBERG: Excuse me 

one minute. 

(Pause . ) 

Q. The commodore messenger organization, 
was that organizationally part of the guardian's 
office? 

A . No . 

Q. Was the commodore messenger's 
organization, or CM0, part of the controller's 
office?

A. Now, when you say with her, you mean 
she's on the Apollo, I'm on the Apollo. You 
don't mean that we’re necessarily together. 

Q. Correct. Right. 

A. Okay. February 1971 through September 
1975. There were — 

Q. Excuse me, what month in '75? 

A. I think it was September, something 
like that. Now, there were periods of time. 
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1971, Mary Sue Hubbard went on a leave, and 
there was a couple of other times when she was 
away from the ship. She was away from the 
ship in part of 1972. I think she arrived in 
December '72 from Tangier, so she was -- there 
were periods of time. But other than those 
brief periods of time, throughout that period. 

Q. All right. Now, the same question for 
the times that you were with Mary Sue Hubbard 
in roughly the same location in Florida. 

Could you tell us to the best of your 
recollection what months and what years? 

A. So, I guess October of '75, she was in 
a highrise just down the street, you know, a 
couple hundred yards away, so — and then in 
Dunedin from December — beginning of December 
'75 through May of '76 in Dunedin. 

Q. All right. Is that the entire period 
that you recall that you were -- that Mary Sue 
Hubbard was in Florida at all? 

A. No. Mary Sue Hubbard was there 
sometime beyond what I was there. I left, 
drove across the country, set up a place in 
Culver City, California, and she arrived a 
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week, ten days after. 

Q. All right. Now, coming back to your 
reference to a highrise. You said Mrs. 

Hubbard was in a highrise and you indicated 
you were down the street. 

A. Yeah. I was there on occasion up 
there, so I knew where she was. 

Q. What kind of lodging did you have when 
you were down the street? 

A. I was in a motel room. I can't recall 
the name of it, if it was the Neptune, perhaps. 
I forget the name. 

Q. Did you have any roommates at the 
motel, or did you have a single room? 

A. I was with my then wife, Terry. 

Q. Did Tonja Burden live in the same 
hotel? 


A. I believe so. I saw her around. 

Q. Did she have any roommates? 

A. I never was in her room that I recall. 
Q. And were you with Mrs. Hubbard or on 
or at the same location as she was in 
California for any period of time? 

A. Briefly 19- — this period just before 
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Hubbard had me locked up, so it was a few days 
June 1976. And then she was on the LaQuinta 
property in the end of 1977, for a couple of 
days. Then she left the property and she came 
back a few times. I saw her a number of times 
on the LaQuinta property. I saw her 
thereafter a few times at the Gilman Hot 
Springs property. I only spoke with her a few 
times in those periods, that is 1977, '78, '79. 

Q. Okay. Now, during that period that 
you're talking about from the end of '77 into 
'19, you were with Mr. L. Ron Hubbard during 
that entire period of time, weren't you? 

A. Well, except at Gilman Hot Springs. 

L. Ron Hubbard, although he had his house 
there, he lived at that time a brief way away 
in Hemet. He arrived at the property -- like 
Mary Sue Hubbard, he arrived, and I was 
responsible for his security on the property. 

So I saw him during that time, but I was not 
in the same -- residing in the same exact 
location. 

Q. All right. You have no knowledge of 
Mrs. Hubbard visiting him during that time 
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period that we're discussing now other than 
those few occasions that you've alluded to; 
correct? 

A. Well, I know she visited him during 
those t imes. 

Q. But she was not living with him; is 
that correct? 

A. Yeah, that's correct. She lived with 
him in '76 and into '77, but after that, no. 
They met, but they were not living -- 
co-habitating . 

Q. All right. Now, you made a reference 
a few questions back to -- in fixing the date 
to it was right before Hubbard put you in the 
RPF. I assume when you said Hubbard you were 
referring to L. Ron Hubbard. 

A. Yeah. Initially he didn't -- I didn't 
say to the RPF. He did assign me to the RPF, 
he assigned me twice. But initially he had me 
locked up. 

Q. Allright. I just wanted to be clear 
that when you say Hubbard you were referring -- 
who you were referring to, and I take it that 
your answer is yes, you were referring to L. 
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Ron Hubbard. 

A. Correct. Understand, the people that 
he had pick me up, it was the DG intelligence, 
deputy guardian for intelligence for the U.S., 
Dick Weigand who is Mary Sue Hubbard — in the 
guardian’s office Mary Sue Hubbard’s junior. 

So she is connected. And Nicki Merwin was the 
one who precipitated the whole thing and she's 
Mary Sue Hubbard's communicator. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge as to 
whether Mary Sue Hubbard, Dick Wegan did 
anything to, quote, "lock you up," end quote? 

A. No. It was Hubbard. 

Q. Now let's talk about what post Mrs. 
Hubbard held during the time period that you 
have just described when you had knowledge of 
where she was. Isn't it correct that her 
posts were controller, and that she had a 
controller's office, and that she was also 
known as CSG? Is that correct? 

A. In part, yes. 

Q. What part - - what other part is there? 

A. V7ell, she was also the deputy 
commodore. She was second in command of the 
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sea organization, so as the deputy commodore, 
she was over top, under Hubbard, of the whole 
sea organization structure. She had two 
functions, one was deputy commodore and one 
was control of the guardian's office as the 
controller or commodore staff guardian. 

Q. During what time period do you 
maintain that she held the post of deputy 
commodore? 

A. The whole time I was in the 
org aniza t ion . 

Q. All right. Was there such a position 

on the org board? 

A. Yeah. There were policies relating to 
you know, she had the rank of captain. There 
were then only two captains, captain Bill 
Robertson, he was second deputy commodore, and 
captain Mary Sue Hubbard, she was the deputy 
commodore. And there are policies, Flag 
orders, regarding her function as deputy 
commod or e. 

Q. All right. And what is your 

recollection as to her functions as deputy 
commod o re? 
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A. Well, as deputy commodore, she was the 
second in charge of the sea organization. 

Q. Well, what did that mean as a 
practical matter? 

A. Well, what it meant was that 
underneath L. Ron Hubbard, she was the — in 
charge of the organization. 

Q. Well, what did she do in her — in 
this capacity as deputy commodore? What did 
she do on a day-to-day basis? 

A. She could do virtually whatever she 
wanted underneath him. 

Q. Well, what did she do that -- 

A. Mainly she ran the guardian's office. 

Mainly she operated as the controller and ran 
the guardian's office. Those were the 
activities in which she was mainly involved. 
But she became involved — for example, there 
was a period of time Hubbard was out of 
communication to some degree when he was in 
hiding in Queens, New York, 1973, during which 
time all traffic which normally went to him 
went to her. 

Q. All right. Are you saying that — 
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you're saying that the deputy commodore and 
the controller were the same post? 

A. No . 

Q. All right. 

A. She held two positions underneath 
Hubbard. You know, she could be called either 
one of three positions. She was controller, 
commodore staff guardian, or deputy commodore. 

Q. All right. Let's take them one at a 
time. What first do you see — was there any 
difference between commodore staff guardian 
and controller? 

A. In fact, no, except within the sea 
organization, communications usually went to 
CSG, within the guardian's office. 
Communications usually were referred to as the 
to the controller. Now, they may have used 
them interchangeably, but virtually all the 
communications that I saw differentiated by 
those two designations. 

Q. Isn't it true that there was no 
difference between the post of controller and 
what is called CSG? That, in fact, CSG was 
largely a title that was conferred upon her? 
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A. Well, like I'm saying, she was part of 
the — you know, I think I've explained it and 
I think that the testimony will reflect that 
they were the same in function; that within 
the sea organization or specifically Flag, 
certainly, traffic went to her as CSG. It 
could also go as controller. 

For example, from my position in 1974 
when I was, in effect, the intelligence 
officer on board the ship and had a great deal 
of communications v/ith the guardian's office 
during that period, and there was a guardian's 
office on board where there had not previously 
been, she was often referred to as the 
controller . 

But generally she was part of a — 
part of what was called a personal office of 
L. Ron Hubbard which contained within it what 
were called the commodore staff aids. So 
there was a commodore staff aid for a division 
one, usually given the designation CS-1, and 
there was a similar one for each division over 
top of each division in Scientology, and they 
formed the commodore staff. And she was part 
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of that unit, but in a way separate because 
she controlled the guardian's office. 

Q. All right. Now, the sea organization 
was not part of the controller's office, was 
it? 

A. No, but the controller's office was 
part of the sea organization. 

Q. And was the sea organization part of 
the guardian's office? 

A. No, but there were guardian's office 
personnel who were sea org personnel. 

Q. But isn't it a fact that in terms of 
the organization board and the organizational 
structure, the sea organization was a separate 
entity than the controller's office and the 
guardian's office? 

A. No . 

Q. All right. In what way was it not a 
separate entity? 

MR. HERTZBERG: I'd like the 

witness to answer the question. 

A. Like I say, all the personnel who were 
in the controller's office were sea org 
personnel. So they are not — are you 
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following me? 

Q. Yes. I understand what you're saying. 

A. I think that's pretty clear. 

Q. All right. Now, could you identify 
any duty or duties that Mrs. Hubbard had in 
what you call the deputy commodore capacity 
that were different, supplemental to, or in 
addition to any duties she had as controller 
or CSG? 

A. Well, she would have these same 
functions whatever Hubbard did. See, Hubbard 
was — you've got to understand — I don't 
think you've got a picture of the way the 
organization worked. Although there was a 
structure that gave the appearance of there 
being lines, command lines, bypass could be 
affected by anyone above, but more 
specifically L. Ron Hubbard or Mary Sue 
Hubbard. 

So she had, within her power, the 
authority to bypass at any time. I received 
orders from Mary Sue Hubbard, and I was not 
part of the guardian's office while on board. 
So she could enter into, as Hubbard could, 
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under him, virtually any part of the 
organization. 

Q. All right. Mow, did she exercise that 
power that you have just referred to when Mr. 
Hubbard was on board the ship? 

A. I can't -- like I say, generally her 
activity was involved with the operation of 
controller's office and hence the guardian's 
office. But certainly in some areas, and I 
can't give you specifics right now, but she 
certainly was able — I received orders from 
her and had communications with her. 

Q. And did you consider that those orders 
were in her capacity as deputy commodore or -- 
in what you refer to as deputy commodore or as 
controller or CSG? 

A. I think I had both. 

Q. Can you recollect any such order? 

A. There were -- I communicated to her, 
we had correspondence going back and forth 
regarding the obtaining of a bunch of parts, 
engine room parts, off another ship. I 
communicated with her about cars. Those are 
what I recall right now. 
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There is another function, too, and 
that is that there v/as an order, and there is 
a policy on this — a Flag order — all 
communications from Flag to the guardian's 
office to world wide or any other GO anywhere 
went via her. 

Q. Via Mary Sue Hubbard. 

A. Correct. So we did not — the rest of 
us on board the ship could not communicate 
directly to the GO. Now, that changed in 
about 1975 when the GO — 'when we had a small — 
a token's guardian's office on board. But all 
my communications to GOWW regarding legal 
affairs went via her. 

Q. You don't recall Mary Sue Hubbard ever 

giving you any orders with respect to Tonja 
Burden then, do you? 

A. Well, I remember once something about 
Tonja. We were at UCE, and, you know, when 
this whole thing about Burden came up, I've 
been -- 

Q. Could you identify for the record what 

UCE is? 

A. UCE is at Dunedin. 
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Q. Just say what the initials UCE stand 
for before you finish your answer. 

A. Oh, United Churches Extension. It was 
to do with the coding of a GO telex. And Mary 
Sue Hubbard brought in Tonja to interrogate 
her about the coding of a telex, and I was 
with Tonja at the time. And I'm -- you know, 
it's starting to come back, but I remember 
Tonja was in deep water about this particular 
incident, and Mary Sue Hubbard was -- you know, 
she wanted Tonja reprimanded or punished in 
some way. It had to do with the coding of GO 
telexes. 

Q. Did Mary Sue Hubbard give you an order 
with respect to this incident that you are 
descr ibing? 

A. Well, I'm trying to think. I received 
a lot of orders from -- or, you know, she 
would generally send them via Nicki, who 
worked closely v; i t h us. We handled all of the 
controller office telexes, and so Nicki would 
relay orders from Mary Sue what exactly she 
wanted into the external -- you know, into 
the LRH external communications office. 
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Q. Well, I'm just asking you whether you 
have a recollection of a specific order with 
respect to the incident — just yes or no. Do 
you recall -- 

A . I don't know. I may, but I know that 
something happened, but I don't recall at this 
t ime . 


Q. And do you have a recollection what 
the specific punishment that you've alluded to 
was? 

A. I don't recall what it was. I just 
know that Tonja was in — you know, she was 
called in. We were in Mary Sue Hubbard's — 

Q. The answer is you don't recall; is 
that correct? 

A. Well, I'm trying to put it together. 

Q. I'm asking you a yes or no. Do you 
recall what the punishment was? Yes or no. 

A. Not at this time. 

Q. Okay. Now, the offices that Mrs. 
Hubbard worked in, did she have an office for 
deputy commodore? 

A. She operated out of the sane office, 
first of all on the ship and later at UCE. 
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V7 h a t e v e r she did was from the same office. 


Q. Was that known as the deputy commodore's 
office or was it known as the controller's off? 


A. Well, the controller office was a 


larger body. It's like saying the guardian's 
office. We're not talking about a specific 
office. I think it would usually — we would 
refer to it as Mary Sue's office, if you were 
talking about the room itself, Mary Sue's 
office. That's how it would be referred to. 


Q. Isn't it correct that there were 
people who were known as staff members of the 
controller's office? 

A. Yeah. There was -- yeah. 

Q. Yes. The answer is yes? 

A. I've said yeah a couple times. 

Q. Okay. And about how many people were 
on the staff of the controller’s office? 


A. Oh, what time? 

Q. On the ship. 

A. At that time it was pretty small. 

Q. Approximately your best recollection. 
A. Okay. Fred Hare was controller 
assistant for snow white. Jimmy Mulligan was 
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controller assistant for intelligence. Nicki 
Merwin was controller communicator, Mary Sue 
Hubbard was there, and I think at that time we 
did not have a -- the controller assistant for 


the other bureaus. Later but not then. 

Q. All right. And -- well, on the ship 
was there a staff known as the deputy 
commodore staff? 


A. No, they were not referred to as that. 
Q. All right. Now, the controller's 
office staff, when the — 

A. But there was no — 


Q, — when the land base was established 
in Florida, were any people added or 
subtracted to or from the staff that you have 
just described? 

A. Oh, in Dunedin? 

Q. In Florida, during the entire period 
that Mrs. Hubbard was in Florida. 


A. Mow, she may have been there -- there 
was a controller transcriber, and that was 
Rosemary Broderick, and I cannot tell you if 
she was earlier involved — she may have also 
done that on the ship at some point. So just 
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talking about Dunedin not later. 

Q. I'm talking about the entire period in 
Florida. 

A. Okay. That's what I know. 

Q. That’s what you know. 

A. Right. 

Q. Do you know whether any of the people 
you named: Nicki Merwin, Fred Hare, or Jimmy 

Mulligan, were still with her in Dunedin or 
other places in Florida or whether they left? 

A. Whether they what? 

Q. V7hether they were still on the 
controller's staff in Florida. 

A. Yes, they were. 

Q. They were, and so the addition was 
Rosemary Broderick.

Were the people that you 
have just named still on the staff? 

A. I don't think Rosemary Broderick was 
no longer there. 

Q. All right. Anybody else who was no 
longer there from the names that you have 
given? 

A. No. I think the same people were. 

Q. Nicki Merwin, Fred Hare, Jimmy 


Mulligan?

Q. /anybody else? 

A. Yeah, there were a few more. There 
was -- you know, it was a bigger staff. I'll 
have to think of other names. Those are what 
I know right now. But there was probably 
another six. 

Q. And in California were there any 
people known as the staff of the deputy 
comraod ore? 

A. Not that I know of. 

Q. Okay. Now, you referred a little 
earlier to how all traffic — I think you used 
the term traffic or mail from what you called 
Flag had to be routed through Mary Sue Hubbard. 

A. The order was any communication to the 
guardian's office had to go via Mary Sue 
Hubbard. So I'm not saying that all traffic 
from Flag to anywhere, but the order was to 
the GO. 

Q. All right. And by traffic, traffic is 

a Scientology term, is it not, for mail flow? 

A. Mail or telexes. 

Q. All right. And what time period did 
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this order apply to? 

A. The whole time I was on board the ship. 

Q. And what about in Florida? 

A. Now, in Florida, of course, all of a 
sudden we had a joint guardian's office. So I 
don't know if at that level — at my level the 
rule still applied, any communications from my 
level went via her office. 

But then I was Hubbard's external comm 
personnel, except for Hubbard's communications. 
Hubbard generally, if he was sending it direct 
into the GO, although he would sometimes route 
via her, he could carbon copy her. 

Q. Okay. And sometimes he would and 
sometimes he wouldn't. 

A. Yeah, it depended on the situation. 

Q. Okay. Nov/ can we have an 
understanding between us that for the duration 
of your testimony, when you refer — if you 
refer to Hubbard, you mean L. Ron Hubbard? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Nov/, as a practical matter, we are 
talking about a lot of mail traffic and telex 
traffic, are we not, during these time periods 
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on the Apollo and Florida? 

A. Certainly not on the ship. There was 
not that much traffic, you know, not like it 
later became where we were -- we had a 
guardian's office which affected a lot of 
control right in the organization itself and 
grew to a giant size. 

When it was a small GO, and prior to 
there being a GO on board, then we performed 
the same functions as the guardian's office. 

We had on board PR, legal, and intelligence in 
the port captain's office. We performed the 
same functions, so we did not have that much 
traffic . 

Her traffic to the guardian's office 
and the guardian's office traffic was 
substantial. But the traffic which went via 
the -- or from the organization via her was 
not that much. 

Q. You're talking about on the Apollo. 

A. Correct. 

Q. And you don't have any personal 
knowledge about what she read or didn't read 
on the Apollo; isn't that correct?

A. Correct. 

Q. And you have just testified that the 
traffic or the flow of telexes and mail in 
Florida increased substantially; correct? 

A. Yeah. Her — the amount of traffic to 
the guardian's office, because now what had 
been the port captain's office, it disappeared, 
the guardian's office picked up the same 
functions, because now we were functioning on 
land. So in that sense, yeah, the guardian's 
office expanded immensely and they began their 
operations on land. 

Q. Now what about the controller's office? 
Because that's really what I'm asking here. 
Isn’t it a fact that there v/as a huge amount 
of daily telex and mail traffic delivered to 
the controller's office? 

A. It was substantial, but it was not — 
you know, if you're talking about feet of 
traffic, you know, Hubbard probably got more 
than she did by far. 

Q. And you don't have -- but you have 
just -- okay. You don't have any personal 
knowledge of what Mrs. Hubbard did or did not 
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personally read from what you have just 
described as the substantial mail and telex 
traffic that she received in the controller's 
office in Florida, do you? 

A. Not specific pieces of paper. I know 
that she received stuff, I know that I got it 
back. I'd see her signature on things, but I 
cannot at this time tell you exactly what 
those things are or exactly what she did not — 
did or did not see of all that material. 

Q. Isn't it a fact that she had — one of 

the duties of her staff in the controller's 
office was to sort t hrough her telex and mail 
deliveries? 

A. That is a function of her communicator, 
correct. 

Q. And that person was known as CSG comm, 
wasn't she? 

A. Or controller's -- con comm, 
controller communicator, interchangeably. 

Q. Was she known as deputy commodore 

commun ica to r ? 

A. I never referred to her as that. 

Q. Did you ever see — strike that. You 
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had testified yesterday that you were not 
present when whatever representations were 
made to Tonja Burden and her parents that may 
have led her and her parents to join the 
Church of Scientology; is that correct? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. Do you have any reason to believe that 
Mary Sue Hubbard made any of the 
representations to Tonja Burden or to her 
parents? 

MR. TABS: Do you mean by 

made them personally? 

MR. HERTZBERG: Yeah, let's 

start with personally. 

A. So whether or not Mary Sue Hubbard 
communicated to them personally? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I have no information. 

Q. Do you have any reason to believe that 
she instructed anybody who may have made any 
representations to Tonja Burden to make such 
representations? 

A. Only on a broad policy setting level. 

Q. What is that broad policy setting 
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level that you think? 

A. Well, she was responsible in large 
part for the dissemination of Scientology. 

She was responsible for -- underneath Hubbard -- 
the publication of Scientology materials. 

Q. Well, let's talk about that. Did she 

author any of the Scientology materials that 
you believed that Tonja Burden would have been 
g i v e n ? 

A. None that I know of. 

Q. All right. Do you have any reason to 
believe that she instructed anyone to make 
representations about the nature or benefits 
of Scientology, Dianetics or auditing? 

A. Well, underneath Hubbard, she was 
responsible for all those things. She was 
responsible for a publications organization 
which published these things. She certainly 
was in a position to, if those things were 
fraudulent, to change them, so -- 

Q. Let me see if T can understand. 

You've used the word responsible several times 
in your testimony. What do you mean by 
respons ible? 
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A. Organizationally, she -- underneath 
Hubbard, she was second in command of the 
whole organization. She certainly had within 
her authority, responsibility at least to 
recommend to him, when she knew of frauds, the 
correction of them. 

Q. All right. So do you believe Mary Sue 
Hubbard knew of frauds? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And is it your testimony that her 
responsibility is that she knew of frauds, but 
didn't correct them? 

A. Well, also that she was -- she knew of 
frauds and continued to actively disseminate 
then, and that she controlled an organization 
which attacked and attempted to destroy anyone 
who attempted to find out the truth or to 
remedy the frauds. So she was in more than 
just that narrow capacity that you said there. 

Q. Let's focus on my question. My 
question was, do you believe that she was 
responsible for any purported misrepresenta¬ 
tions or frauds siraply because or — strike 
that, only because she — you believe she knew 
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that fraudulent representations were made and 
she did not correct them? 

A. Again, certainly that, but broader 
than that. 

Q. All right. Do you have any reason to 
believe that anybody who may have talked to 
Tonja Burden about benefits of Scientology or 
Dianetics or auditing had been instructed as 
to what to say by Mary Sue Hubbard? Yes or no? 

A. Hang on. You mean personally. 

Q. Exactly, that such person had -- 

A. That Mary Sue Hubbard personally gave 
that person? 

Q. Per sonally . 

A. I have no data. 

Q. Do you know who would have instructed 
the people who spoke to Tonja 3urden? 

A. They would have been instructed from 
two sources, probably: their seniors, their 

organizational seniors, and the policies of 
Hubbard. 

Q. All right. And do you believe that 
Mary Sue — Mary Sue Hubbard did not formulate 
the policies of L. Ron Hubbard; correct? 
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A. Correct. 

Q. Did Mary Sue Hubbard -- is it your 
understanding that Mary Sue Hubbard would have 
instructed the senior — the people senior to 
the representatives who spoke to Tonja Burden 
and her parents as to what representations to 
make about Scientology, Dianetics and/or 
auditing? 

A. I think — yeah. Now, perhaps — now, 
when you're talking about immediate seniors, I 
would say again, as I've said earlier, I doubt 
that she had personal contact with those 
immediate seniors, whoever the recruiter was. 
However, organizationally she certainly did. 

Her organization, in that it 
controlled finance and extracted money that, 
you know -- they took money from the 
organization and had a participation in the 
drive to — for gross income and get 
statistics. Certainly had a -- she played a 
part in it. 

Q. All right. And is that the only 
connection that you believe would have led to 
what ultimately was said or not said to Tonja 
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Burden about the benefits of Scientology, 
Dianetics and auditing? 

A. Well, she, as the controller, was over 
top of the publications organization, so the 
actual publisher of these materials, the — in 
Denmark at that time, she was responsible for. 

Q. All right. Did you ever hear Mary Sue 
Hubbard instruct anybody on what should be 
said to a person who was interested in 
Scientology in terms of the benefits of 
Scientology or Dianetics or auditing? Did you 
ever hear her speak about that? 

A. No . 

Q. Did you ever see any written 
communications by her to anyone about that? 

A. I can't state at this time that I did. 

I would have to rack my brain for all the 

communications that I've seen from her. 

Q. All right. Did you ever hear Mary Sue 

Hubbard instruct anybody to make any 
representations with respect to the background 
or qualifications of L. Ron Hubbard? Yes or 
no . 

A. Did I ever hear her? 
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Q. 

Yes.

which were to be read to Alexis Hollister, 
Alexis, his daughter from his second marriage, 
the representations from those communications 
which she made about Hubbard's past. 

There are guardian's office 
publications specifically from the guardian's 
office which contain representations with 
Hubbard which came from her specifically from 
the guardian's office. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge that she 
wrote any of those items that you're referring 
to that came from the guardian's office? 

A. My recollection is at this time only 
that one . 

Q. The one to Alexis Hollister. 

A. Correct. 
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Q. Who was her own relative; correct? 
Alexis Hollister was related to Mary Sue 
Hubbard in some way? Or did I misunderstand 
your testimony? 

A. Well, she was L. Ron -- I suppose so. 
What do you call it? She was L. Ron Hubbard's 
daughter, she was not Mary Sue Hubbard's 
daughter. Would she be a stepdaughter? 

Q. I really don't know. I'm not very good 
on geniology. In any event, you never saw 
anything from Mary Sue Hubbard in writing or 
orally that would indicate that she was in any 
way connected with the representation — 
whatever representations were made to Tonj a 
Burden and/or her parents about L. Ron Hubbard; 
correct? 

A. Not specifically, other than what I've 
said, her control of the publications 
themselves. 

Q. All right. Now let's talk about — 
you keep referring to control of the 
publications herself. And you've already 
testified that she didn't write those 
publications. 
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A. L. Ron Hubbard wrote them. 

Q. Okay. So what do you mean by her 
control of them? 

A. The guardian's office had a control 
over the publications organization, and flary 
Sue Hubbard had, within her control by her own 
testimony, all the Armstrong documents, so she 
knew the fraud which they evidenced, and could 
have, if she was inclined to, she could have 
corrected those things. 

Q. All right. And do you mean -- is that 
what you mean when you use the control, or do 
you mean anything else on top of that? 

A. Well, the GO controlled pubs, 
publications organization. So that's what I 
mean . 

Q. Okay. Now, do you know whether Mary 
Sue Hubbard made any representations to Tonja 
Burden or her parents about conditions of 
Tonja Burden's employment with any Church 
entity? 

MR. TABB: Again are we 

talking first personally? 

Q. First personally. 
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A. No . 

Q. No, you don't know, or no, she did not 
talk personally to the Burdens and to Tonja 
Burden — 

A. I have no information on that. 

Q. All right. Do you have any evidence 
that Mrs. Hubbard, not personally but in some 
other fashion, made representations to Tonja 
Burden and her parents about conditions of 
Tonja Burden's employment with any Church 
entity? 

A. Run that by me again. I'm sorry. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Could you 

read the question back, please? 

(The reporter read the 
record as requested.) 

MR. HERTZBERG: Thank you. 

A. Again, only in the publications 
themselves, or in the fact that the guardian's 
office which was in charge of legal matters or 
matters dealing with local authorities and 
hence conditions of organizations. 

Q. Well -- 

A. But that's all I know. I have no 
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specific instance, no direct knowledge, no 
direct connection. 

Q. All right. But -- so you don't have 
any evidence that Mrs. Hubbard was responsible 
in any way for representations, not whatever 
conditions may or may not have subsequently 
existed, but any representations about 
conditions of Tonja Burden's employment. 

A. Well, again, other than being in a 
position over top of estates, over top of 
recruiters, certainly knowledgeable of those 
things. No data. 

Q. All right. Now, assuming -- strike 

that. You don't know whether any 
representations were made to Tonja Burden or 
her parents before they joined the Church 
about housing, education, food, medical care, 
or dental care, do you? 

A. I've gone into this and I don't think 

I was not present, so I don't know firsthand 
what representations were made. 

Q. Okay. And you don't have any 

knowledge that Mrs. Hubbard personally made 
any such representations, if they were made,

to Tonja Burden or her parents about housing, 
education, food, medical, or dental care. 

A. No data. 

Q. Do you have any evidence that Mrs. 
Hubbard was involved at all on a personal -- 
was responsible in any way for any specific 
representations that may have been made to 
Tonja Burden or her parents with respect to 
housing, education, food, medical care, or 
dental care? 

A. Again, in that she was — controlled 
the guardian's office, and the guardian's 
office was responsible for seeing that — or 
was responsible for any connection to local 
authorities of any kind, and was involved in 
the connection or was involved in finance; 
that is, the people who are recruiting these 
people. Other than those things — Other than 
the fact that she had an overall supervisory 
capacity, no. 

Q. All right. Isn't it correct that the 
people who made the representations to Tonja 
Burden would not have been members of the 
guardian's office staff? 
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A. That's correct. 

Q. And they would not have been working 
for somebody you call the deputy commodore; 
correct? 

A. Well, you know, Mary Sue Hubbard 
underneath L. Ron Hubbard ran it all, and she 
ran that aspect of it, too, and she certainly 
was knowledgeable and she could have made 
changes if she wanted. So other than that, I 
think I've answered. 

Q. When you say she was knowledgeable, 
are you saying she was knowledgeable about 
Tonja Burden and the circumstances of Tonja 
Burden joining the Church, or are you talking 
about some generalized knowledge of what the 
situation was in Scientology entities? 

A. The latter. 

Q. Okay. Now, with reference to the 
publications, it has been your testimony that 
the general practice was to show publications 
to people who were thinking of joining the 
Church; isn't that correct? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Were they required to read those 
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publicat ions? 

A. I cannot state that with certainty. 

Q. When you had opportunities through 
this extended period that you were near Tonja 
Burden to observe her, did you ever observe 
her reading fiction or nonfiction? 

A. I don't recall if -- 

MR. TABB: Are you including 

Scientology material in that, or are you 
talking about non- — 

MR. BLUMENSON: Non-Scientology 

mater ial. 

A. So not telexes and not traffic and -- 

Q. That's right. 

A. I don't have any recollection of that. 

Q. All right. Did you have any 
opportunity to observe her reading Scientology 
publications? And by publications I am 
excluding telex traffic or mail. 

A. No certain knowledge of that. 

Q. After somebody had joined the Church, 

were they required to read any particular 
publications at any time, Scientology 
publications? 
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A. Yes, they were. 

Q. And what were the requirements? 

A. They changed as the courses change. 

It depended where the person was. Someone 
coming to Flag, you know, the initial thing 
that they had to read was shore stories, be 
grilled on that. Then they might do the — 

Q. Were shore stories in the publication 
of the Church? 

A. These were published issues. 

Q. No, then you misunderstood my question. 
I am limiting myself in this question to 
publications as I think that this term is 
commonly understood which means books, 
brochures, pamphlets available to the general 
public for purchase. Now can you answer the 
question in that context? 

A. Well, then go back to what the 
que s t ion was . 

Q. The question was, was Tonj a Burden — 
actually I asked a more general question. 

Were people in the Church who already had 
joined required to read such publications 
after they joined? 
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A. It depended on the course in which 
they were taking. 

Q . All right. 

A. If it — the Dianetics course required 
the reading of Dianetics. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Are you following me? 

Q. Right, I do. Now let's concentrate 
specifically on Tonja Burden. Do you have any 
knowledge as to what courses she took, 
Scientology courses? 

A. No, not — no . 

Q. So you cannot testify as to what books 
she may have read. 

A. Huh-uh (negative response). 

Q. Did you — and I believe it is your 
testimony that you are not aware of any books 
she read outside of courses either; correct — 

A. Correct. 

Q. -- Scientology books. Here 
scientologists ever told to read "Information, 
Rules, and Definitions" in connection with the 
courses? 

A. When you say Information, Rules, and 
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what? 

Q. Definitions. 

A. "Information, Rules, and Definitions" - 
Q. Yeah, a brochure. 

A. In connection with — 

Q. With — as a prelude to reading 
publications . 

A. There is something called "Information, 


Rules —" 

Q. I'm asking you. Does that ring a bell? 

A. Doesn't ring a bell. "Information, 
Rules, and Definitions"? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Prior to doing any course? 

Q. Well, forget prior to anything. Does 
that phrase, "Information, Rules, and 
Definitions" bring to mind anything as a 
Church publication or brochure? 

A. "Information, Rules, and Definitions"? 

Q. Yes. 

A. In every Scientology course? 

Q. In every Scientology course. 

A. No, I haven't done it in every 
Scientology course. 
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Q. All right. At any time. 

A. You know, there may be something like 
that, but it was not in any of the courses 
that I did. 

Q. All right. Leaving courses aside, did 
you ever read something called "Information, 
Rules, and Definitions" when you are in the 
Church? 

A. Oh, I'm -- you know, "Information, 
Rules, and Definitions." You know, are you 
talking about a glossary or something like 
that? What are you — 

Q. A four-page pamphlet, 

A. A four-page pamphlet which v/as a 

required pamphlet — 

Q. No, a four-page pamphlet which was 

called "Information, Rules, and Definitions," 
that was its title. Does that bring any 
recollection to your mind? 

A. Not to mind right now. 

Q. All right. Did Mary Sue Hubbard ever 

require Tonja Burden to be audited? 

A. Not that I know of personally. on a 
policy level, yeah. 
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Q. Okay. Explain to me your 
qualification that on a policy level. 

A. The sec checking when Tonja was 
retrieved was something that the guardian's 
office required. Those documents were for the 
guardian's office. 

Q. Did Mary Sue Hubbard author any of 
those documents that you say -- from the 
guardian's office that you say required sec 
checking? 

A. I would say certainly in — you know, 
in part. There is the one which was part of 
the evidence in Armstrong from which E-l files 
on individual staff members were created and 
the culling of information taken from auditing 
and sec checks. 

But other than -- that's all that I 
can specifically think of right now. I'd have 
to look at documents — I don't know. She may 
have — did she order Mike Meisner audited? 
There is probably communications about that. 

Q. I'm asking about Tonja Burden. 

A. Only on a broad policy level, like 
I've said. 
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Q. Okay. You've just referred to a 
document from the Armstrong trial. Do you 
want to tell me which document you're talking 
about? 

A. It's a program from Mary Sue Hubbard 
which orders the establishment of files on any 
scientologist and any connection — any family — 
any member of a family of a scientologist, and 
orders the culling of PC folders and orders 
the extraction of information about the person 
from virtually all files kept by the 
organization, ethics files, et cetera. 

Q. Do you remember the date of that order? 

A. 1969. 

Q. And is this the only -- and you say 
this was authored by Mary Sue Hubbard. 

A. Correct. 

Q. And what is the source for that 

statement? 

A. Well, her name is at the bottom of it, 

and she stated that she authored it. 

Q. And where did she state that? 

A. At trial in the Armstrong trial. 

Q. All right. Is there any other source 
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whatsoever for your claim that she was 
indirectly responsible for any auditing of 
per sons? 

A. The guardian's office policies 
themselves regarding sec checking and the 
culling of PC files and keeping of information 
on people. 

Q. Do you have any information that she 
wrote any of these other so-called guardian's 
office — 

A. I'd have to go — I don't know if 
there are. 

Q. But you can't identify any right now. 

A. No, nothing comes to mind. 

Q. All right. And am I correct that when 

you are referring -- that as in your testimony 
yesterday, you are referring to sec checking 
and auditing interchangeably? 

A. Yeah. For guardian's office purposes, 
they are the same thing. 

Q. All right. The order from the 
Armstrong case that you -- guardian order that 
you attribute to Mary Sue Hubbard and that you 
say was involved in the Armstrong case, did 
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that refer at all in that order to auditing? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. It did. 

A. Well, auditing files. You know, she 
dodged it by saying that it's processing, but 
processing is auditing. 

MR. HERTZ B ERG: Strike the 

last statement as npn-respons ive to the 
quest ion. 

THE WITNESS: Well -- I've 

answered it. 

Q. Now, do you have any evidence that 
Mary Sue -- strike that. Isn't it a fact that 
Mary Sue Hubbard never assigned Tonja Burden 
to any work task on the Apollo? 

A. I cannot say that for sure. 

Q. Can you recall any instance in which 
she assigned Tonja Burden to a work task on 
the Apollo? 

A. I do not know. 

Q. Isn't it correct that Mary Sue Hubbard 
never assigned Tonja Burden to a work task in 
Flor ida? 

A. There — Tonja Burden handled her 
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traffic and telexes. 

Q. I an asking you — the question was, 
did — do you have any evidence that Mary Sue 
Hubbard assigned Tonja Burden to a work task 
in Florida? 

A. When you say work task, you're talking 
about post; is that correct? As opposed to 
here, code these telexes. 

Q. Well, let's -- 

A. There is a difference there. 

Q. Okay. 

A. Tonja Burden was assigned to — to my 
knowledge, Mary Sue Hubbard did not assign 
Tonja to the post. Did Mary Sue Hubbard give 
her work to do? Yes. 


Q. Okay. And that was work following -- 
that was work that was in the course of duties 


that Tonja Burden had to perform on a post 
that someone other than Mary Sue Hubbard 
assigned her to; isn’t that correct? 

A. To my knowledge, yes. 

Q. And that's for Florida as well as the 


Apollo; correct? 

A. I believe so, yes. 
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Q. All right. Did — what individual 

tasks did you observe that Mary Sue Hubbard 
assigned Tonja Burden to in Florida? 

A. As I've stated, the handling of 
controller office and GO telexes and the 
routing and disposition of mail. 

Q. Anything else? 

A. Not that I know of. 

Q. What about on the Apollo? 

A. I have no data from that period as to 
that specific question. 

Q. Did tlary Sue Hubbard have anything to 
do -- personally have anything to do with the 
conditions in which Tonja Burden lived on the 
Apollo? 

A. Again, as the -- in her position as 
second in charge to L. Ron Hubbard, and I 
cannot state with certainty if she was a board 
member of the corporation or not. But 
certainly earlier corporations, owner of the 
ship. But other than that, in a broad way, 
not directly. 

Q. Well, is it your view that anybody who 
was on — an officer or director of a 
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corporate entity that owned the ship was 
responsible for Tonja Burden's living 
conditions on the ship? Is that your 
testimony? 

A. No. My testimony — I'm not putting a 
lot of weight on that, because she only owned 
a 1 percent share. But Mary Sue Hubbard was 
in a position of all of us underneath Hubbard 
to do something about the conditions. 

So she has a great deal of 
responsibility, certainly in her capacity as 
wife of the man, second in charge of the whole 
operation, and as controller of the guardian's 
office. And she had responsibility to ensure 
that the conditions were humane. 

Q. All right. So if I understand you 
correctly, what you're saying is that you hold 
her responsible for not rectifying what you 
perceive to be not adequate conditions. Is 
that correct? Is that a fair summary of your 
testimony? 

A. Yeah, at least in part. 

Q. Well, what part is not -- what part is 
not a correct summary of your testimony? 
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A. Because she ran the guardian's office 
which was part of the — of the apparatus 
which was used to terrorize people who did 
protest conditions, who did want to leave. 

They became targets of this organization. She 
was -- she could have changed all that. 

Q. So it is your testimony that she — it 
is your belief that she could have changed the 
condition — 

A. Well 


Q. And she is therefore responsible — 

A. She was certainly into the issue of — 
she created, underneath Hubbard, the tactic of 
culling PC files. 

Q. I am now confining — 

A. That creates conditions. 

Q. No. I am talking about — then you 
have misunderstood what I am talking about 
when I asked you about Mary Sue Hubbard's 
responsibility for living conditions on the 
Apollo. That's what I was discussing. 

A. Okay. Then I think I've answered that. 
Q. Did Mary Sue Hubbard -- so it is 
therefore correct that Mary Sue Hubbard, for 
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instance, did not assign Tonja Burden to any 
particular lodging on the Apollo; correct? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Did -- and isn't it further correct 
that Mary Sue Hubbard never assigned Tonja 
Burden to any of her specific work jobs on the 
Apollo? 

A. I think I've gone into that. 

Q. All right. Isn't it further correct 
that Mary Sue Hubbard never assigned Tonja 
Burden to the EPF, estates project force, on 
the Apollo? 

A. Mo data. 

Q. Well, you have no knowledge, anyway, 
that she did. 

A. No knowledge, no. 

Q. And isn't it correct that Mary Sue 
Hubbard never ordered Tonja Burden into the 
RPF, rehabilitation project force? 

A. I have no knowledge. 

Q. Isn't it correct that the guardian's 
office and the controller's office had no -- 
that it was not their responsibility or 
function to oversee the education of any of 
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the sea org members? 

A. No. I would say that it — that they 
had a responsibility therein. 

Q. And was that a written responsibility? 

A. They were responsible for compliance 

with the rules and regulations. 

Q. Which rules and regulations? 

A. Well, if a minor should be educated, 
certainly that was their responsibility. 

Q. Okay. You haven't answered my 
question. Is there a writing to that effect? 

A. Yeah. I think the guardian's policies 
generally show their responsibility for and 
control of legal matters. 

Q. All right. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Did you want 

a take short break? 

COURT REPORTER: Yes, could 

we ? 

MR. HERTZBERG: Yes. We'll 

take a short break. 

(A recess was taken.) 

MR. HERTZBERG: We're 

present, ready to resume questioning, and 
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waiting for Mr. Armstrong who is going to be 
getting a cup of coffee. 

(A recess was taken.) 

Q. Isn't it a fact that Mary Sue Hubbard 
had no direct involvement in the transfer of 
Tonja Burden to the Apollo? 

A. I have no information. 

Q. Isn't it true that the guardian's 

office did not have, within its jurisdiction, 
matters concerning health care? 

A. I would say they did. 

Q . Okay. In what respect? 

A. To ensure that adequate care was given 
to anyone . 

Q. Could you identify for us any 
communication in 'writing that would indicate 
that the guardian's office had responsibility 
of health care of the members of the sea 
organization? 

A. They had underneath them all legal and 

PR -- 

Q. That's not my question. My question 
is, can you identify — it really requires 
only yes or no. Can you identify for us any 
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writing which sets forth that the guardian's 
office had responsibility for the health care 
of members of the sea organization? 

A. Not specifically. 

Q. And can you identify any writing that 
sets forth that the guardian's office had 
responsibility for the education of members of 
the sea organization? 

A. Again, not specifically. 

Q. All right. Now, the cadette 
organization, where was that located in April 
of 1974? 

A. There were cadette organizations in — 
at sea org bases. 

Q. Okay. Do you know which cadette 
organization Tonja Burden was affiliated with 
at that time? 

A. Los Angeles. 

Q. And where was Mary Sue Hubbard at that 
time? 

A. On board the ship. 

Q. Can you therefore agree with me that 
Mary Sue Hubbard would have no knowledge 
whatsoever of what the conditions were in the 
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cadette organization in Los Angeles, 
California, in April of 1974? 

A. Mary Sue Hubbard was over top of the 
guardian's office, and the guardian's office 
had knowledge of conditions. Therefore, she 
had knowledge . 

Q . Is it your testimony that if anything 
if any entity or organization was connected in 
any way with the guardian's office, the entire 
that Mary Sue Hubbard had knowledge of 
everything that was happening with respect to 
that organization and entity? 

A. Not that specifically, but rather that 
she had control of it as L. Ron Hubbard had 


control, and she was in the position to ensure 
that conditions were adequate. 

Q. All right. 

A. She had a network of guardian’s 
offices to effect that. 


Q. You're not suggesting that Mary Sue 
Hubbard personally supervised the various 
cadette organizations, are you? 


A. No . 


Q. And coming back to my original 
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question, isn't it correct that Mary Sue 
Hubbard had no knowledge of the specific 
conditions in the cadette organization in Los 
Angeles, California, in April of 1974? 

A. I could not -- I do not know 
personally, but I could not agree to that. 

Q. Why could you not agree to that? 

A. Because the condition of the cadette 
organization would be known to Mary Sue 
Hubbard. They were known to the guardian's 
office. 

Q. Well, are you saying that everything 
that was known -- that you think was known to 
the guardian's office was known to Mary Sue 
Hubba rd ? 

A. Certainly major itens like the 
condition of the cadette org would be. But 
again to reiterate, I have no personal 
knowledge. 

Q. All right. Would you consider that 
what food was served or the condition of the 
physical premises in the cadette organization 
of April -- in Los Angeles, California, in 
April 1974 was a, quote, "major item," unquote, 
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that

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in the cadette org, and I saw squallor and a 
lot of dirt, and I think that it certainly is 
an area over which she had supervisory 
capacity. 

Q . All right. 

A. I'm not saying directly, but on a 
broad policy level, yeah, she would have known. 

Q. She would have known about specific 
conditions in a single cadette organization? 

A. Oh, yeah. There were people on board 
the ship who were evaluators who operated 
those various organizations. She was 
certainly part of the aids counsel. The aids 
were over this entity, and she, as in charge 
of legal and compliance with local rules and 
regulations, certainly was involved. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge of any 
conversation between a member of the aids 
counsel and Mary Sue Hubbard about the 
conditions of the cadette organization in 
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California in April 1974? 

A. No. 

Q. How many cadette organizations were 
there other than this one in California? 

A. I can't say for certain, but there 
were cadette organizations in other sea org 
bases. 

Q. Would there be more than five? 

A. I doubt -- no. 

Q. So it would be several more than the 
one in Los Angeles. 

A. Again, I cannot say. That's the only 
cadette organization which I was able to 
observe. There later was a cadette 
organization at Flag. There was not one on 
the ship per se, although there were some 
young kids there. 

Q. And your feeling that Mrs. Hubbard 
might have had knowledge about the conditions 
of this organization, would that apply as well 
to all other Scientology entities and 
organizations? 

A. In a sense, yes. There was a guardian's 
office connected to each organization. They 
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reported up lines to the GO to Mary Sue 
Hubbard . 

Q. Well, in April 1974, can you estimate 
how many such organizations there were 
throughout the world? 

A. I'd say 50. 

Q. Does that include churches and 
missions? 

A. Well, I'm talking about organizations. 

Q. Okay. And what about churches and 
missions? How many of those? 

A. Well, you know, they were called 
organizations. You know, it was LA org, Las 
Vegas org, so that's what I'm talking about, 
organizations. You can call them a Church, 
but -- 

Q. No, I'm not calling them -- 

A. -- but in any case, on any 

communications, they are called orgs, Las 
Vegas org, New York org, day org, night org, 
that sort of thing. 

Q. So they were not referred to as 
missions or churches at that time according to 
you?

A. Missions are a separate item. 

Franchises previously had been missions, and 
missions were further out in the whole network. 

Q . Well, is it your testimony or your 
contention that the guardian's office had 
supervisory powers over the conditions in the 
missions, or what you call franchises? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. And how many of those were there 
throughout the world? 

A. Probably another hundred. 

Q. And is it your testimony that at any 
given point in time Mrs. Hubbard would have 
been aware of the conditions of the physical 
premises in these 50 organizations and these 
hundred missions throughout the world? 

A. No. That's ludicrous. That's not 
what I'm saying at all. I'm saying that in 
her capacity as controller, as deputy 
commodore, as wife of the founder, she had 
knowledge of the conditions on a broad level. 
What was happening at a given specific instant, 
I can't tell you. But was she — 

Q. All right. 
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A. I think I've answered it. 

Q. So therefore you cannot say that Mrs. 
Hubbard, in April of 1974, had knowledge of 
v/hat the conditions of the premises at the 
cadette organization were in Los Angeles, 
California; isn't that correct? 

A. Basically — I cannot — 

Q. Yes or no? 

A. -- I cannot tell you. I know that 
she — I'm telling you, like Hubbard, she was 
over top, but I can't tell you what was in her 
mind at that instant. 

Q. Or what she knew. 

A. Exactly. 

Q. With respect to the cadette 
organization, in Los Angeles, California, in 
Apr il of 1974. 

A. Except that her organization was there, 
could perceive, and did have people assigned 
to that organization. 

Q. When you talk about her organization, 
what organization are you referring to? 

A. I'm referring to the guardian's office 
on one hand and the operation of Scientology 
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organizations on the other hand. 

Q. All right. Now, there were many 
layers of people in the administration of the 
guardian's office, weren't there? 

A. Co r r ec t . 

Q. Why don't you tell us from the local 
all the way to what you perceive to be the top, 
what those layers were. 

A. From the local organization which had 
an assistant guardian in charge of the 
guardian's office in the local organization, 
there was a continental organization, in this 
case from the local organization to the 
guardian's office U.S., and communications 
would go -- if it was just -- if it was from 
an assistant guardian, to the deputy guardian, 
up to world wide, up to Mary Sue Hubbard. 

Q. Okay. And how many local guardian's 
offices do you think there were during the 
time period from 1973 -- the beginning of 1973 

to the end of 1977? Can you approximate that 
for us ? 

A. Probably 50. There would be one 
attached to each organization. 
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Q. All right. And about how many 
continental guardian's offices were there? 

A. Maybe five. 

Q. And how many guardian office entities 
above continental? 

A. World wide and controller office. 

Q. And was the controller's office 
attached to the U.S. Guardian's office? 

A. What time period? 

Q. The time period I've just described. 

A. 1974? 

Q. No, actually beginning — , I'm giving 
you a number of years, and if it’s different 
from that time continuum, you should tell me. 
Beginning of 1973 through the conclusion of 
1977 . 

A. Well, it was attached but not directly. 

Q. Where was the USGO located when Mary 
Sue Hubbard was on the Apollo? 

A. LA. 

Q. And where was the USGO locate when 

Mary Sue Hubbard was in Florida? 

A . L A . 

Q. And each of these local and 
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continental guardian's office generated a lot 
of reports, didn't they? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And they were in the habit of 
transmitting a lot of particles as Scientology 
would call it; correct? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And what are particles? 

A. Particles are bits, little pieces, big 
pieces . 

Q. VJould it refer to paper or written 
communications as lay people would refer to it? 

A. In that context, yes. 

Q. And they generated a lot of telex 
communication, didn't they, as well? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And wasn't it a policy or weren't the 
rules that any number of people had to be 
given copies of particular telexes or other 
written communications that were transmitted 
within the guardian's office? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Didn't this generate a substantial 
amount of written material? 
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A. Yes. 

Q. And pursuant to this policy of 
forwarding copies, would Mary Sue Hubbard have 
gotten carbon copies sent to her communicator? 

A. Your question doesn't make any sense. 

Q . Okay. Isn't it correct that among the 
copies that were transmitted of many of these 
guardian office generated documents, were 
copies sent to Mary Sue Hubbard's communicator? 

A. Well, certain copies were, not all 
copies. She did not receive all traffic. 

You're saying to the communicator not to Mary 
Sue. 

Q. Yes, we're just talking about the 
communicator now. 

A. Well, I'm not — that may be, but, you 
know, the communicator was not in a 
supervisory capacity in the same way that Mary 
Sue Hubbard was. So the communication 
probably would be routed to the controller 
communicator and Mary Sue. 

Q. You mean separately? 

A. In other words, they are not going to -- 
unless it's just a controller communicator 
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network which there was, unless it's just that — 
in other words, they wuldn't want to inform 
the communicator because it's not Mary Sue 
Hubbard business, which would be real rare, it 
would be routed to Mary Sue. It possibly 
would be routed via the controller 
comnunica tor . 


Q. All right. Now, what you refer to as 
Mary Sue Hubbard business which was real rare — 

A . No - - 

Q. I'm sorry. 

A. There was a controller communicator in 
with Mary Sue. There was a controller 
communicator U.S., Jimmy Mulligan I think was 
con comm U.S., and there was a controller 
communicator world wide. They formed a — 
they had their own controller communicator 
network in a way. It would be rare when Nicki 
Merwin, the controller communicator, would 
originate programs. That was not her function. 
You know, it's sort of like, you know, a 
secretary in your office originating legal 
strategy. 


Q. I understand. 
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A. It didn't wor k. 

Q. I'm talking about incorporating. 

A. Right. I'm talking about 
incorporating. So it would be — if it was a 
matter which was not just a controller 
communicator matter, it would be routed to 
Mary Sue, perhaps via controller communicator 
because all of her communications would, at a 
certain level, go via the communicator even 
though she may not be on the routing end, but 
because she handled the traffic. But if it 
was Mary Sue Hubbard business, she'd pass it 
on . 

Q. Right. 

A. It would only go to the controller 
communicator alone if it was controller 
communicator business which was rare. It's 
like, you know, how much legal traffic goes to 
your secretary. Not a lot. But lots goes to 
you . 

Q. Right. Are you saying that the 
controller communicator -- of your own 
personal knowledge, are you saying that the 
controller communicator would pass on all 
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communications that she received to Mary Sue 
Hubbard that were not the controller 
communicator's business? 

A. Ho, I'm not saying that. 

Q. Okay. Let me see if I can perceive 
this from a different point of view. When you 
use the terra Mary Sue Hubbard business, what 
do you mean by that? 

A. Well, Mary Sue Hubbard was in charge 
of the guardian's office. Nicki Merwin was 
not. So if it was -- 

Q. All right. 

A. — broadly guardian's office business, 

it went to Mary Sue. If it was the 
establishment of — if it was to get a 
typewriter for one of the controller 
communicators, Mary Sue Hubbard maybe doesn't 
have to see that. But if it's an operation to 
do something significant, you know, the 
Michael Meisner traffic is a case in point, 
goes tc Mary Sue. The controller communicator 
is going to see this stuff, but, you know, it 
goes to Mary Sue because we're talking about 
decisions which controller communicator is not 
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going to make. 

Q. Right. But -- so you're suggesting 
that what came through the hands of the 
controller communicator that was significant 
but -- in your term, that was then -- it is 
your reception that that w as then passed on to 
Mary Sue Hubbard. 

A. Again, I don't have all of her traffic, 
but you can take the Michael Meisner incident 
as an example of what went to Mary Sue Hubbard. 
Michael Meisner's auditing, where is Michael 
Meisner, who is guarding him. That's the sort 
of stuff which went to her. 

Even though the controller 
communicator would have seen it, you could 
have seen well, who is guarding this guy, he's 
it's inobscure. No, Mary Sue Hubbard was 
involved and lots of traffic went to her. 

Q. You're talking about on what you call 

the Michael Meisner incident, or are you 
talking about generally? 

A. Generally. 

Q. Generally. 

A. Generally. 
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Q. You don't know specifically what 
traffic was forwarded to her by her 
communic a to r . 

A. I don't think I was ever -- you know, 

I handled some of their communications at 
times, and I was able to see that, you know, 
they'd come back with her having signed it off 
or not signed it off or originated a new 
communication. But the bulk of it went to 
Mary Sue, the bulk of it. 

Q. Okay. But in any event, we can agree 

that her communicator was a preliminary step 
before anything reached Mary Sue; is that 
correct — Mary Sue Hubbard; is that correct? 

A. I'd say that that is generally true. 

Q. All right. And when you say — I 
think you have perhaps testified about this 
earlier today, but we would agree that the 
amount of material that was forwarded to her 
office was quite a large amount and this was 
occurring on a daily basis, was it not? 

A. Yeah. Row, don't get that mixed up 
with the mass of documentation — the guardian's 
office worked on a pyramid system, so a report 
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coining in from one -- a junior in a guardian’s 
office somewhere, that report would be 
excerpted, capsulized. That report would go 
further up lines. They may consolidate it 
with other reports and it gets shrunk down so 
that Mary Sue Hubbard did not end up reading 
through huge amounts. 

All the administrative pieces were 
done a long the way so that she did not 
receive hundreds of thousands of pieces of 
mail daily. 

Q. Okay. 

A. She did not. She received packages of 
information, not so much that it was not 
possible to go through it in a day. She was 
able to get it in, sign it off, or handle it, 
or originate a new communication going back 
the other way because of the way the guardian’s 
office worked. Everything was shrunk down 
with excerption sheets and condensations. 

Q. How often each day were these packets 
delivered to her? 

A. During what period? 

Q. On the ship. 
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A. On the ship the mail came in generally 
ever y day — 

Q. And in Florida? 

A. -- and mail would come in from the 
various continental areas. So there would be 
a -- generally the majority of her traffic 
came while we were on the ship from WW because 
we were considered on the ship generally for 
administrative purposes in the GO under WW. 

If there was a mission to the ship by the GO, 
it came from WW. 

Q. All right. I'm just asking you -- I'm 
not asking the source. Let's save time here. 

I didn't ask you the source, I asked you — 
we're talking about how -- a simple question 
was how many times — I asked you on the ship 
how many times a day, you answered the 
question right at the beginning of your answer. 
You said generally once a day. 

Now I want to ask you the next 
question. In Florida, how many times a day 
were the deliveries to I!ary Sue Hubbard's 
off ice? 

A. I believe — for written 
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communications, at least three, maybe four. 

For telexes, there was at least two runs a day. 

Q. All right. And can you approximate 
how many individual documents would be 
transmitted for each of the what you call runs 

or deliveries? 

A. A rough guess, maybe 20, something 
like that. 

Q. And Mary Sue Hubbard did not spend — 
well, let me ask you the question. How much 
time did she spend in her office, to your 
perception when she was working in Florida? 

A. Several hours daily. 

Q. Several hours. Did you have occasion 

to observe her in her office? 

A. I think just once or twice. 

Q. So you don’t know how much time she 

spent reading whatever written material came 
into her office during this daily delivery — 

A. I can't testify about that. 

MR. HERTZEERG: DO you want 

to break for lunch now? 

MR. TAEB: If you want to 

break now, if that's convenient — 
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MR. HERTZBERG: Yeah, that's 

good . 

(A luncheon recess was taken 
from 12;50 p.m. to 1:50 p.m.) 

MR. HERTZBERG: Let's go on 

the record. May the record reflect that all 
parties for the defendants — all attorneys 
for the'defendants and the client 
representative for the Church are present at 

ten minutes before 2 o'clock, and that they -- 

the time that was agreed that we would 
reconvene. And neither Mr. Armstrong nor his 
counsel have reentered the office from the 
lunch break, and we will now begin to wait for 
them to arrive. 

Of f the record . 

(A discussion was held off 
the record until 1:56 p.m.) 

Q. (BY MR. HERTZBERG) All right. Are 
you r e ad y? 

A . No . 

Q. Then why are you not ready? 

A. Go ahead. I'm never ready for this. 

Q. Have I -- strike that. You testified 
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this morning guardian's offices were 
responsible, in your view, for the conditions 
in local organizations such as the cadette 
organization. Correct? 

A. Certainly in part, sure. 

Q. And the part that you identified was 
compliance with local health laws; correct? 

A. Well, I mean more than than. You know, 
they set the tone for the organization. The 
whole concept of destruction of enemies and 
attacks and vilification of individuals and 
the use of resource to pay scurrilous 
attorneys instead of the creation of decent 
conditions, yeah, they created that. 

MR. HERTZBERG: I'm going to 

move to strike that answer as non-responsive. 

THE WITNESS: I think I 

answered it really well. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Im going to 

move to strike it as non-responsive, and I'm 

going to remind you, Mr. Armstrong, that I am 
talking about the physical conditions in the 

organizations, and that was the question. So 
we'll start again. 
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THE WITNESS: I think I've 

answered it. I think that that whole attitude 
of the guardian's office and attacks on 
enemies, it pervaded the whole thing, and they 
were able to excuse the scurrilous — 

Q. I am talking to you about the physical 
conditions. I am talking to you about your 
specific line of testimony this morning with 
respect to compliance with the health laws. 

Do you recall that testimony? 

A. Something about it. 

Q. You don't recall what you testified to 
this morn ing ? 

A. What's the question? 

Q. Well, the pending question is, do you 
not recall what you testified to this morning 
with respect to the health laws? 

A. What was the question that you're 
referring to that I testified about? 

Q. You discussed that it was the 
responsibility of the guardian's office, in 
your view, or guardian's offices to ensure 
that local organizations complied with health 
laws. Wasn't that your testimony? 
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A. Correct. 

Q. Now, with respect to the cadette 
organization in Los Angeles, California, in 
April of 1974, wouldn't the guardian office 
entity that would be -- responsibility to 
ensure, compliance with local health laws for 
that cadette organization, have been the local 
Los Angeles guardian office? Yes or no. 

A. Yeah. 

Q. Now -- 

A. You know, with the understanding that 
it did not stop there. I mean, Hubbard was 
ultimately responsible. He assigned the whole 
thing. Under him, Mary Sue, and down the org 
board. So it just did not — they did not set 
the policy, the policy came above, but yes, at 
that local level, yes. 

✓ 

Q. All right. 

A. You know, I don't want to — with the 

understanding throughout this whole thing that 
it all came from L. Ron Hubbard, and the 

guardian's office ultimately -- aside from him -- 
was controlled by Mary Sue. > 

Q. All right. We'll have to go through 
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this again. Wouldn't the local guardian's 
office in Los Angeles have been responsible 
for ensuring, according to you, for ensuring 
compliance with health laws in the cadette 
organization office -- cadette organization in 
Los Angeles, California, in April of 1974? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Yes or -- 

A. Yes, you know, but they did not -- 

Q. Are you aware of any report to any 
guardian office higher in what you — what you 
would consider higher in the chain of command 
that conditions in the cadette organization in 
April of 1974 in Los Angeles, California, were 
in violation of any health laws? Yes or no? 

A. I have no information about such a 

report . 

Q. All right. Do you have any 

information that Mary Sue Hubbard was aware of 
any conditions at the Flag readiness unit? 

Yes or no . 

A. No personal knowledge. 

Q. And where was the Flag readiness unit 

loc a ted ? 
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A. I was not in it. 

Q . The question was, where was it located? 
A. I was not there. 

Q. Does that mean you do not know where 
it was located? 

A. Correct. 

Q. And could you explain what FOLO was in 
1 9 74? 

A. It's the Flag operations liaison 
office. 


Q. And where was FOLO located? 

A. I've answered that already. 

Q. You answered that it was in Los 
Angeles, California? 

A. Ho11ywood . 

Q. Hollywood. You'll excuse me, I didn't 
remember the answer. And do you have any 
information that Mary Sue Hubbard was aware of 
any conditions, physical conditions on the 
premises of FOLO in 1974 in Hollywood, 

California? 

A. Mo personal knowledge. 

Q. Do you have any personal knowledge 

that Mary Sue Hubbard was involved in any of 
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the activities that were conducted in FOLO? 

A. No personal knowledge. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge as to 
whether Tonja Burden underwent any security 
checks at the Flag readiness unit? 

A. I have no personal knowledge of that. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge as to 

whether Mary Sue Hubbard ordered or was in any 
other way responsible for Tonja Burden being 
assigned or transferred to FOLO? 

A. Other than the general supervisory 
capacity which I’ve discussed, and the fact 
that guardian office clearance was required on 
anyone getting into the organization, I have 
no personal knowledge of Mary Sue Hubbard's 
involvemen t. 

Q. Do you have any personal knowledge or 
evidence of Mary Sue Hubbard being responsible 
for Tonja Burden being assigned or transferred 
to the Flag readiness unit? 

A. Last answer I think also applies to 
this. 

Q. Do you have any personal knowledge or 
evidence that Mary Sue Hubbard -- excuse me, 
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strike that. Do you have any personal 
knowledge as to whether Tonja Burden underwent 
any training routines at the Flag readiness 
unit? 

A. No personal knowledge. 

Q. Do you have any personal knowledge as 
to whether Mary Sue Hubbard received any 
information from any sec checks that may have 
been run on Tonja Burden? 

A. No personal knowledge. 

Q. Do you have any personal knowledge as 

to whether anyone spoke to Tonja Burden on the 

Apollo about disconnecting from her parents? 

A. No personal knowledge. 

Q. Do you have any personal knowledge 

that anybody on the Apollo informed Tonja 
Burden that her parents were quote, "Suppressive 
persons," close quote? 

A. I don't recall such a thing. 

Q. Do you have any evidence whatsoever 

that Tonja Burden's — that Tonja Burden 
attempted to communicate with her parents and 
that such communications were interfered with 
in any way on the Apollo? 
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A. Well, aside from the fact that that 

was standard on the Apollo and applied to 

\ 

everyone and there were policies to that 
effect, I do not know specifically and 
personally what happened to Tonja Burden's 
communications. 

Q. Okay. First of all, do you know 
whether she attempted to make any 
commun i cations to her parents? 

A. I have no personal knowledge. 

Q. Now, when you referred a moment ago to 
policies, which policies are you referring to? 

A. I went into that with Mr. Blumenson in 
some detail about the fact that all 
communications off the ship went via the 
master at arras who opened all mail, censored 
ail mail. And there were certain rules 
regarding what one could and could not say 
which were allowed off the ship. 

Q. All right. I recall that testimony, 
but I would like you to just tell me whether 
any of those rules that you just referred to 
or procedures were embodied in any written 
po1ic y. 
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A. Yes, they were. 

Q. And could you identify those? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Okay. 

A. They were included in briefings which 
one obtained — that is a written set of 
instructions which one obtained as soon as one 
came aboard. It included the shore stories. 

It included drilling on the cover — the ship's 
cover before one could go ashore. It was 
included in a pack of material which one had 
to read and be drilled on before one could go 
ashore. 

Q. Okay. Now, who gave you that packet 
of materials when you came on board? 

A. You were immediately put on a routing 
form, and as you went through the routing form 
which included all the various people that you 
would have to see, the pack of materials was 
issued along the way. I, at that time, held 
the materials on which one was briefed 
regarding these matters; that is, the shore 
story, customs, immigration, going ashore 
policy, writing letters, off the ship. 
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Q. You were responsible for that? 

A. They were in the port captain's office, 

yes. 

Q. And were they -- 

A. Now, I can't -- I was the ship's 
representative throughout 1972 into 1974, so I 
cannot tell you at this time the exact date if 
I wasn't that. Then I was in a port captain 
position and had a ship's rep by the name of 
Lee Ferrell underneath me, in which case he 
would have been the one who gave the briefing. 
But I, throughout those years which I've told 
you, I had those briefing materials. 

Q. All right. Isn't it correct that Mary 

Sue Hubbard never gave that briefing that you 

have just described? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. In other words, your answer is that to 
your knov;ledge, she never gave that briefing. 

A. Correct. 

Q. And you would have been in a position 
to know whether she gave that briefing, 
wouId n ' t you? 

A. You know, to reiterate, I gave the 
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briefing. 

Q. You gave the briefing, okay. And 
isn't it correct that Mary Sue Hubbard never 
wrote any of the materials that were in the 
packet? 

A. As far as I know she did not. 

Q. And you were intimately involved — 
strike that. You don't have any proof of any 
kind whatsoever, do you, that Mary Sue Hubbard 
personally interfered with any attempts by 
Tonja Burden to communicate in writing with 
her parents, do you? 

A. I have no personal knowledge. 

Q. You don't have any evidence whatsoever, 
do you, that Tonja Burden — that Mary Sue 
Hubbard sought in any way to discourage Tonja 
Burden's access to her parents, do you? 

A. Other than the policies which were 
carried out by the guardian's office regarding 
suppressive persons and enemies of the 
organization and what one did relative to them, 
I have no personal knowledge of her direct 
involvement with Tonja Burden. 

Q. Bo you have any evidence whatsoever

that Mary Sue Hubbard instructed anyone to 
train Tonja Burden to give false or misleading 
information to agents of foreign governments? 

A. Again, other than the guardian's 
office policies regarding enemies, regarding 
governments, I have no personal knowledge. 

Q. Mary Sue Hubbard didn't author any of 
those guardian office policies dealing with 
enemies or foreign governments, did she? 

A. Oh, I'm sure she did. 

Q. Could you specify which ones she did? 

A. For example -- the one that I know of, 
and I have seen others, but I cannot recall 
titles, but certainly the — that 1969 one 
which dealt with enemies and the compilation 
of intelligence files on scientologists. 

Q. All right. Maybe you didn't 
understand my question. I was referring only 
to communications which foreign — with agents 
of foreign governments. That was the question. 

Are you limiting yourself in that 
context? Are you aware of any guardian office 
policy that Mary Sue Hubbard authored 
directing anyone to give false or misleading 
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Q. Isn't it correct that Mary Sue Hubbard 
did not authorize or direct that Tonja Burden 
be placed in the commodore's messenger 
organization? 

h . I have no information about her 
involvement in that. 

Q. When you say "her," do you mean mean 
Mary Sue Hubbard's? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Well, how was it determined who became 
a member of the commodore's messenger 
organization? 

A. The ultimate approval for a commodore's 
messenger at that time rested with L. Ron 
Hubbard. 

Q. And L. Ron Hubbard was also the 
commodore, wasn't he? 

A. Correct. 

Q. And it's your testimony, isn't it, 
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that the commodore's messenger's organization 
was there to provide services to Mr. Hubbard, 
wasn't it? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Now, I believe I asked you earlier -- 
strike that. I believe you testified earlier 
that you have no knowledge that Mrs. Hubbard 
was responsible for placing Tonja Burden in 
the RPF on the Apollo or at any time in 
Flor ida . 

A. I have no personal knowledge of that. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge that Mrs. 
Hubbard was aware of what the conditions were 
in the RPF on the Apollo? 

A. Well, Mary Sue Hubbard was on the 
Apollo throughout the time of the RPF. Being 
there she could not help but see. But I do 
not have any personal knowledge of her direct 
involvement. She may have been blind. 

MR. HERTZBERG: I move to 

strike the last comment. It's non-responsive . 

THE WITNESS: Well, I mean, 

it's ludicrous that -- 

Q. Well, you never saw her visit the RPF, 
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d id you? 

A. Not that I recall. 

Q. And the RPF was, according to your 
testimony yesterday, in a distinct segregated 
part of the Apollo, wasn't it? 

A. Correct. 

Q. And isn't it correct that Mary Sue 
Hubbard was not responsible for supervising 
the RPF on the Apollo? 

A. In her — certainly in her role as a 
deputy commodore she had a supervisory role. 

Q. And what was that role? 

A. She was the second in command of the 

sea organization. 

Q. And did she assign people to the RPF? 

A. I do not know -- although obviously 
she was in a position to do so, I do not 
recall at this instance the name of any one 
individual who was assigned by her. 

Q. Is there -- did -- is there any 
writing or written policy or other Church 
document that you can identify which would 
state in it that as deputy commodore she had a 

supervisory power over the RPF? 
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A. Yes, and that was the policy regarding 
her position as deputy commodore. 

Q. Okay. And could you be more specific 
in identifying that policy? 

A. I have seen such a policy, I can't — 
it's a Flag order, I cannot give you a date. 
But there are a number of policies or 
documents written by Mary Sue Hubbard which 
indicate her relative position of control, and 
they are Flag orders from the ship from the 
period of 1968 through 1975. 

Q. I understand that. The ones that you 
refer to, however, do they, by their terms, 
refer to a position of deputy commodore? 

A. Yes. 


Q. And do you know what the earliest date 
of such a document would be that you can 
recall and the latest date? 


A. I can't tell you exactly, but I knew 
that in a short time after I came on board, I 
learned of Mary Sue Hubbard's position in the 
organization and what her control was. 

Q. Are you aware of any written orders 
that were ever issued by Mary Sue Hubbard to 
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anybody who was supervising the RPF or running 
the RPF? 

A. Cannot state personal knowledge about 
it, nope. 


Q. During the time that Mary Sue Hubbard -- 
that you observed Mary Sue Hubbard — well, 
strike that. Did you ever observe Mary Sue 
Hubbard together with Tonja Burden? 

A. I may have, but I have no recollection 

of it. 


Q. Did you ever hear or observe that 
Tonja Burden was punished at the direction of 
Mary Sue Hubbard? 

A. Other than operations against her by 
the GO after she left, I have no knowledge. 

Q. All right. Now, when you say "she 
left," are you referring to Tonja Burden 
having left? 

A. Correct. 

Q. All right. And what date is that that 
you're talking about? 

December '77. 


a. 


Q. And what evidence do you have that 
Mary Sue Hubbard was involved in any, quote. 
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"operations," unquote, against Tonja Burden 
after Tonja Burden left? 

A. There were guardian's office 
operations involving Bill Broderick, Russ 
Andrews, Janie Peterson, Carol Garrity, and 
those fell under the responsibility of Mary 
Sue Hubbard. 

Q. Were you in the guardian's office at 
that time period? 

A. No. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge -- well, 
first describe for us the operations that 
you're referring to. 

A. I described them yesterday. 

Q. All right. I remember you describing 
the Bill Broderick one. And the Andrews one, 
was that also an interview, an attempted 
interview of Tonja Burden? 

A. No. It was an operation to violate 
her trust. 

Q. All right. Why don't you 
particularize that, then. 

A. I did yesterday. I went into it in 
some detail. 
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HR. TA3B: It was asked and 

answered yesterday. 

MR. HERTZBERGs Can we go 

off the record? 

(A discussion was held off 

the r ecord.) 

Q. Would you explain what you mean by the 
violation of a trust when you refer to this 
incident? 

A. It's a guardian's office -- 

Q. This specific incident. 

A. Yeah. Guardian — yeah. Guardian's 
office technique is to separate anyone from 
any connections that they have to positions of 
power, and to get them to trust someone so 
that that trust can be violated so that they 
no longer trust anyone so that they will not 
connect them up to anyone. 

Q. All right. 

A. Nov/, in this specific instance, there 
v/ere those two attempts which I know of, one 
being someone by the name of Russ Andrews, 
whom I've never met, v/ho attempted to get 
close to Tonj a. 
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And the other one was Bill Broderick, 
who, over a period of several months, through 
lies and deceit, was able to get close to 
Tonja and who relayed back to the guardian's 
office information about Tonja, her 
whereabouts, her activities. Whatever he 
could get her — con her into saying was 
reported back in reports to the guardian's 
office. 

Q. All right. Now, when you refer to the 
guardian's office, which guardian's office 
were these purported reports reported to? 

A. Las Vegs, GOUS and Flag. 

Q. And what is the source of your 

knowledge for that statement? 

A. Bill Broderick. 

Q. Bill Broderick informed you of this. 

A. Correct. 

Q. Did Bill Broderick state to you that 
Mary Sue Hubbard instructed him to get this 
information from Tonja Burden? Yes or no. 

A. He did not say that. 

Q. All right. Did Bill Broderick say 

anything to you to make you believe that the 
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reports were being communicated to Mary Sue 
Hubbard? 

A. We did not discuss the subject. 

Q. Do you have any evidence yourself that 
Mary Sue Hubbard directed or authorized Bill 
3roderick to talk to Tonja Burden to get 
information from her? Yes or no. 

A. Only that it is the policy of the 
guardian's office which she controlled, and 
she set the rules within the guardian's office. 

I have no personal knowledge that these 
reports went to her. 

Q. Nor do you have any personal knowledge 
from any source whatsoever that she directed 
that these reports be obtained, in this 
instance, from Tonja Burden; isn't that 
cor r ec t ? 

A. Only that she was the one who set the 
rules and issued the orders in the guardian's 
office pursuant to which Broderick performed 
his opera tion. 

Q. You're now testifying that she wrote 
those orders? 

A. She ran the guardian's office. Every 
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aspect of it she controlled. Underneath L. 

Ron Hubbard, she controlled every aspect. She 
could have, at any time, ended the concept of 
infiltration of the enemy camps, of the 
concept of enemies, of the violation of trust 
of individuals perceived as enemies. She did 
not -- she set the policy, she had it carried 
out. 

Q. But the answer is, to my question is, 
indeed, that Mary Sue Hubbard did not write 
any of these policies that you're referring to. 

A. I will not state that with certainty. 

I am convinced Mary Sue Hubbard wrote a number 
of policies relating to the guardian's office. 

I have seen things written by Mary Sue Hubbard, 
guardian's office policies. I cannot at this 
time identify them, but Mary Sue Hubbard 
certainly was absolutely knowledgeable of 
guardian office activities and reports went to 
her. And she was overall in charge in every 
aspect of the guardian's office. 

Q. Okay. So what you're saying is that -- 
but you are saying that you have no knowledge 
that she had anything personally to do with 
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this particular information gathering from 
Tonja Burden by Bill Broderick; isn't that 
cor r ec t ? 

A. I have no personal knowledge that Mary 
Sue Hubbard was directly involved. I have 
personal knowledge of her control of the 
guardian's office and the actions of the 
guardian's office pursuant to her control and 
her policies. 

Q. All right. And with respect to Russ 
Andrews, do you have any personal knowledge 
that Mary Sue Hubbard directed or any evidence 
whatsoever that Mary Sue Hubbard directed or 
authorized that Russ Andrews try to obtain 
information from Tonja Burden? 

A. Only as I stated in my answer to the 
last question. 

Q. All right. And would the answer -- 
well, I don't — strike that. And isn't it 
also correct that you have no evidence 
whatsoever or personal knowledge that Mary Sue 
Hubbard obtained any information from Russ 
Andrews about Tonja Burden? 

A. I have no personal knowledge. 
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Q. Isn't it correct, in fact, that Russ 
Andrews did not get any information from Tonja 
Burden for anybody? 

A. I have no personal knowledge. 

Q. Nov;, you also, in your recitation a 
few questions back about Mrs. Hubbard's 
purported responsibility for acts done to 
Tonja Burden after December 1977, you also 
referred to, I believe, Carol Garrity and 
Janie Peterson; isn't that correct? 

A. Correct. 

Q. All right. Starting with Carol 

Garrity. Please tell me what, quote, 
"operation," unquote, was done to Tonja Burden 
by Carol Garrity that Mrs. Hubbard, in your 
view, is responsible for. 

A. The action of taking information 
regarding Tonja Burden, confidential 
information, and disseminating it to the press. 

Q. All right. And where did this occur? 

A. I have spoken to neither of them. I 
am going from information that I have seen in 
affidavits somewhere — Las Vegas. 

Q. You have no personal knowledge, then, 
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that either Carol Garrity or Janie Peterson 
did anything — disseminated any private or 
confidential information from Tonja Burden at 
all, then. You have no personal knowledge, do 
you ? 

A. I have no personal knowledge. 

Q. Then you therefore would have no 
personal knowledge whatever they did, if they 
did anything to Tonja Burden, that it was at 
the instance of Mary Sue Hubbard; correct? 

A. Only in that Mary Sue Hubbard set the 
policies and had them carried out, that she 
had control of the guardian's office and that 
the guardian's office acted pursuant to her 
orders and intent. 

Q. Do you have any evidence whatsoever 
that Mary Sue Hubbard had Tonja Burden labeled 
"treasoness," quote, unquote? 

A. I have no personal knowledge. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge as to 
whether Mary Sue Hubbard stole Tonja Burden's 
property after Tonja Burden left the Church? 

A. I have no personal knowledge. 

Q. Do you have any personal knowledge as

to whether Mary Sue Hubbard converted Tonja 
Burden's property after Tonja Burden left the 
Ch urch? 

A. I have no personal knowledge. 

Q. After Tonja Burden left the Church in 
November or December of 1977, did Mary Sue 
Hubbard have any contact with her whatsoever? 

A. Only via agents operating for the 
guardian's office and hence operating for her. 
I have no knowledge of any direct personal 
contact. 

Q. All right. And which agents acting 
via Mary Sue Hubbard had contact with Tonja 
Burden? 

A. Certainly the two that I've mentioned. 

Q. Please name them. 

A. Russ Andrews, Bill Broderick. 

Q. I thought it was your testimony a few 
minutes ago that you had no personal knowledge 
as to whether Mary Sue Hubbard authorized or 
directed them to talk or attempt to talk to 
Tonja Burden. Wasn't that your testimony? 

A. I'll reiterate it. They were acting 
for the guardian's office which Mary Sue 
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Hubbard controlled. I stated at the beginning 
of the answer to this question that I have no 
personal knowledge of Mary Sue Hubbard having 
any direct communication with Tonja Burden. 
However, those people acting for the guardian's 
office for Mary -- hence for Mary Sue Hubbard 
had con tac t. 

Q. And your theory that they were acting 
for Mary Sue Hubbard is based upon your 
statement that she was in control of the 
guardian's office; correct? 

A. It is not a theory. She was in 
control of the guardian's office. It is a 
fact. 

Q. All right. Assume that you are 
correct in that fact. From that fact, you 
therefore deduce that anything that anyone in 
the guardian's office did was for Mary Sue 
Hubbard and at her behest? 

A. Mary Sue Hubbard controlled the

Tonja Burden," no contact would have happened. 
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Q. But you don't know whether Mary Sue 
Hubbard had personal knowledge that anyone was 
going to try to contact Tonja Burden, do you? 

A. I have testified to these facts time 
and time again. At this point it is becoming 
harassing. I think I have stated very clearly. 

Q. No, I'm sorry, I have injected a new 
supposition in your last answer which has 
never been addressed before, namely you 
assumed that Mary Sue Hubbard knew that 
subject was going to try to visit Tonja Burden, 
and I am asking you whether you have any 
firsthand knowledge of that. 

A. I have never stated that I assumed 
that or that I had firsthand knowledge of that. 
That's not the case. 

Q. Okay. 

A. I do not have firsthand knowledge of 
that. I am saying that the guardian's office 
acted — those agents of the guardian's office 
acted pursuant to the policies and orders of 
Mary Sue Hubbard. 

If Mary Sue Hubbard had said no 
contact, there would have been no contact. 
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But there was contact. And that contact was 
pursuant -- whether or not she had direct 
knowledge, whether or not she wanted to have 
direct knowledge, I have no direct knowledge 
of . 

And I think that over this series of 
questions I think I've been very explicit, I 
have not tried to connect in Mary Sue of 
having personal knowledge when I did not know 
it. I think that ray answers have 

been accurate, and I think that the truth is 
Mary Sue Hubbard controlled and Mary Sue 
Hubbard -- that those agents of the guardian's 
office involved in operations against Tonj a 
Burden were doing so pursuant to policies and 
orders within the guardian's office which Mary 
Sue controlled. 

Q. But which she did not write. 

A. Oh, she wrote a lot of them. 

Q. But you can't point to any today that 
she wrote — 

A. Only because the guardian's office or 
the Church of Scientology or whoever that 
thing is has failed to produce them. If they 
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produce them — and I know T have seen 
guardian orders written by Mary Sue Hubbard. 
Absolutely unequivocally. 

But in my case, you get me the 
sequence of guardian orders and I will show 
you many guardian orders written by Mary Sue 
Hubbard which set policy for the guardian's 
office pursuant to which operations against 
perceived enemies such as Tonja Burden were 
carried out. 

Q. But you cannot identify or recall any 
guardian order that Mary Sue Hubbard wrote 
specifically naming Tonja Burden, can you? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. Now, when you talk about the guardian's 
office, how many people -- you stated this 
morning that there were many, many people in 
the guardian's office after the Apollo — the 
land base was established in Florida; correct? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Could you estimate how many? 

A. Let me see. There was testimony in 
Armstrong, there was 1100 criminals that they 
had. They were all criminals, I think. 
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Spurlock's testimony. Let's say 1100. 

Q. It is Gerry Armstrong's testimony 
today that in Florida alone there were 1100 -- 

A. In Florida? Are you — 

Q. No, I'm sorry. Maybe we miscoramuni- 
cated. I was asking about Florida. Are you 
giving me an overall Florida? 

A. Yeah. Let's say there was 1100 in the 
guardian's office. 

Q. Throughout the world? 

A. Let's say that. 

Q. Okay. That's a fair approximation in 
your view? 

A. Well, we know that there were 1100. 
There was testimony by one of your people that 
there v/a s 1100. 

Q. Okay. Mr. Armstrong, just so the 
record is clear, nobody who is one of my 
people testified. I want you to understand 
that. 3ut let's move on. 

You wouldn't quarrel, then, with the 
concept that in 1977, there were at least 1100 
people who were members of the guardian's 
office; correct? 
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A. I'll go along with that. 

Q. All right. And would that be in the 
United States or world wide? 

A. Let's say world wide. 

Q. Do you think it could have been more 
world wide? 

A. Well, they had secret agents. They 
had what were called FS members, field staff 
members. They were intelligence agents who 
were undercover who could be virtually anyone 
in any organization. So they were not 
formally posted, for obvious reasons for 
intelligence reasons, in the guardian's office 
But let's say that within the guardian's 
office, the world wide at that time there were 
1100 . 


Q. All right. Do you believe that Mary 
Sue Hubbard knew all 1100 of these people? 

A. I do not believe that. 

Q. All right. So it is correct, then, 
that any one of these 1100 people who were 
guardian office agents, according to you, 
could do something without her knowledge. 
Isn't that correct? 
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A. Any one of them could do something 
without her knowledge. 

Q. Okay. Now, after Tonj a Burden — 

A. But, you know, they could not do a 
major action without her knowledge. They 
could — you know, if you're talking about — 

Q. Was Tonja Burden a major action? 

A. Absolutely. Tonja Burden is one of 
the absolutely major actions by Scientology, 
by the guardian's office, one of the biggest. 

Q. Okay. Now what is your source of 
knowledge for that? 

A. Well, I think you can guess just by 
the amount of resources the organization has 
put into it. They probably have ten lav; firms 
involved with Tonja Burden. 

Q. Well, are you saying the law firms 
were acting as agents of the guardian's office? 

A. That's your statement, it's not mine. 

Q. No, I'm asking you the question so you 


can say yes or no. 

A. Is a lawyer an agent of the client? 

Q. You're not suggesting that the lawyers 
were members -- were among the 1100 members of 
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the guardian's office that you have identified, 
are yo u ? 

A. No. I don't know what kind of an 
equation you're trying to draw, but I've not 
said that. But if you want to — you were 
talking about size of operation. 

I think the fact that millions of 
dollars and numerous law firms have been 
involved and the fact that there were 
operations by guardians's office and now there 
is operations even by relatively obscure woman 
from the Boston organization which has no 
connection whatsoever to Tonja Burden is 
absolutely proof of the massiveness that the 
organization perceives of the Tonja Burden 
situation. 

So I would say absolutely considered 
by the guardian's office a horrendous thing. 

In addition, what makes it significant is that 
Tonja Burden had specific knowledge and 
specific allegations about L. Ron Hubbard, and 
that, of necessity, involved the absolute top 
upper echelons of Scientology and the guardian's 
office. 
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Q. All right. Now, when you refer to 
millions of dollars being expended for Tonja 
Burden, what is the proof of that? 

A. I think that it could be fairly easily 
proven, simply by an examination of number of 
attorneys involved, amount of time involved, 
operations involved, depositions alone, and 
amount of paper generated. 

I was given -- I was told when I left 
the organization, and this is by someone who 
is in a position of responsibility in the 
organization who was part of Hubbard's special 
project which was assigned to resolve his 
legal problems, a significant — one of which 
being Tonja Burden, that the organization was 
spending between 800,000 and a million dollars 
a month on attorneys. And the Tonja Burden 
case has been going on since 1980. We're into 
six years. I bet you I could justify with no 
problem a million bucks. 

Q. All right. But the answer is that you 
don't have any personal knowledge as to how 
much money has been spent on the defense of 
the Tonja Burden litigation; correct? 
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A. I have no personal knowledge. 

Q. You don't have to — you'd have to 
speculate just yes or no, correct? 

A. More than just a speculation. An 
estimation could be arrived at. 

Q. You would have to estimate; correct? 

A. Cor r ec t. 

Q. Now, do you know how much money Tonja 
Burden is asking for in damages in this 
lawsuit? 

A. No idea. 

Q. Well, she is asking for 45 million 
dollars in damages for your information do you 
know whether this case has been actively 
litigated since the time that Tonja Burden has 
filed the case? 

A. I know that there was certainly a 
delay of some time in -- up until recently it 
got real hot again. 

Q. Would your estimate of how much 
financial resources is being expended to 
defend this 45 million dollar lawsuit be 
revised if you were to be told that betwsen 
January of 1982 and December of 1985 there was 
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a court order which, in effect, stated all 
proceedings in Tonja Burden's lawsuit? 

A . I would sit — no, I don't think so. 

I took that into account. 

Q. You didn't know about that — about 
the exact length of that stay, did you, until 
I just told you? 

A. I told you just a minute ago. You 
asked me if there was a period of time, and I 
just told you. I didn't know an exact period 
of time, but I knew that it was significant. 

And I told you that it heated up just recently. 

MR. HERTZBERG: We'd like to 

go off the record for a moment. I'm going to 
confer with Mr. Blumenson. 

(A discussion was held off 

the record.) 

MR. HERTZBERG: Are you 

ready? 

THE WITNESS: Yeah. 

Q. You testified yesterday and the day 
before about an incident where you traveled 

from Los Angeles to Las Vegas to try to have 
Tonja Burden accompany you and your then wife 
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Terry back to Los Angeles to route out of the 
Church along Church lines; correct? 

A. To get her back. 

Q. Yes. And you testified yesterday that 
the person who issued the order to you and to 
Terry to do that was somebody named Bitty 
Tomkins; correct? 

A. My recollection is it was the DCO CMO, 
and the telex, my recollection is was signed 
DCO CMO. My recollection is also that Bitty 
Tompkins was the DCO CMO at the time. But in 
any case, it came from the CMO in Clearwater. 

Q. Right. And at that time Mary Sue 
Hubbard wasn't in Clearwater, was she? 

A. Correct. 

Q. And, in fact, when Tonja Burden 

accompanied you back to Los Angeles, it was 
your testimony that she was delivered to a CMO 
office at the complex; isn't that correct? 

A. Well, she was in the CMO office. She 
was delivered to the RPF. 

Q. The first place she stopped, as I 
recall your testimony, was in a CMO office; 
correct? 
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A. Correct. 

Q. And she visited with friends at that 
time, people who she remembered and said hello 
to? Didn't you testify about greetings? 

A. Yeah, my recollection. 

Q. All right. Now, do you have any 
evidence that the orders that came from the 
CMO to take Tonja Burden or to ask her to come 
from Las Vegas to Los Angeles to route out 
were at the behest of Mary Sue Hubbard? 

A. Mo data. 

Q. Did you ever see Tonja Burden run laps 


on the Apollo? 

A. No, not that I recall. 

Q. Did anyone ever run laps on the Apollo? 
A. Oh, yeah, people ran laps. 

Q. Tonja Burden was not Mary Sue Hubbard's 
personal messenger, was she? 

A. I don't think so. I have no data 
about that. 


Q. Tonja Burden was not Mary Sue Hubbard's 
personal servant, was she? 

A. I don't have any data on that. 

Q. Well, you would have had the

opportunity in Florida to observe if that were 
the case, wouldn't you? 

A. In Florida? Well, it was definitely 
not the case in Florida. 

Q. And you would have had the opportunity 
on the Apollo to observe if that were the case, 
wouldn't you? 

A. Well, you know, I don't want to — I 
did not see Tonja all the time. I don't know 
if for some specific instance she was assigned 
that duty. You know, she was Hubbard's 
messenger. I have no data about her being a 
messenger for Mary Sue Hubbard. She may have 
run messages to Mary Sue Hubbard from L. Ron 
Hubbard, but I have no information about her 
being a personal messenger to Mary Sue Hubbard. 

Q. All right. Nov;, you described the 
conversation that you had with Tonja Burden's 
father in Las Vegas when you and Terry came 
down to talk to Tonja about routing out from 
the Church. Do you recall that testimony? 

A. You mean to get Tonja back. 

Q. That's correct. 

A. Yes. 
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Q. And isn't it correct that you 
testified that you net with Mr. Burden, that 
is to say Tonj a's father, at a theatre that he 
ran or he owned? 

A• Yes. 

Q. Do you recall whether he ran it or 
owned it? 


A. I never asked. 


Q. Isn't it a fact that it was a 
pornography theatre? 

A. Fuck you guys. I have never heard 

that. 


Q. All right. So you don't have any 
knowledge about that one way or the other. 

A. I have no knowledge. This is the 
first instance that I've ever heard that. 


Q. I'm not saying that it was. I'm just 
asking you whether — 

A. That's it. You're the first person 


who ever stated it. 


Q. I'm not stating it. 

A. And I'm stating you're the first 
person who ever did. 

Don't yell at me. 


Q 
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A. Well, you know, you're trying to — 

I've already said it. 

Q. Don't yell at me. 

A. Well, you know, don't twist things 

around . 

Q. I'm not twisting anything around. 

A. Yeah, you were. I think I've stated 
it, you're the first person who ever said it. 

Q. Maybe you didn't understand the 
question, because I didn't say anything. I 
just asked you whether, from your observation, 
the theatre was a pornography theatre. That's 
all I asked you. I don't know whether it was 
or not. 

A. And I said -- 

Q. All that requires is a yes or no. 

A. And I said I have never heard that 

since you brought it up — except for your 
bringing it upright now. I've never heard it. 

Q. So the answer is no you have no 
knowledge as to whether it was or not. 

A. No, except -- I've never heard of it 
before this. 

Q. I want you to understand — you don't — 
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then you don't understand the question. I an 
not — 

MR. HERTZBERG: I would like 

to take a short break. 

MR. TA3B: Fine. 

(A ten-minute recess was 

taken.) 

MR. HERTZBERG: Let's go on 

the r ecord. 

Q. You referred a little earlier in your 
testimony to attempts to gain information from 
Tonja Burden after she left the Church by Bill 
Broderick and by Mr. Andrews; correct? 

A . Co r r e c t . 

Q. T7hat were the dates respectively of 
those two incidents? 

A. I do not have that knowledge and I 
don't know if I even asked or even found out. 

Q. Isn't it a fact that Mary Sue Hubbard 
was no longer affiliated with the guardian's 
office after April of 19- -- 

MR. TABB: Is there a phone 

call for me? May we break for a minute? 

MR. HERTZBERG: Yes. 
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(A recess was taken.) 

MR. TABB: I'm sorry. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Let's have 

the reporter read back what I had so far. 

(The reporter read the 
record as requested.) 

Q. — ' 81 ? 

A. No, it's not a fact. 

Q. What is your understanding? 

A. That she was still affiliated and 


still involved in legal matters and still 
utilized by the organization. 


■y,. Did she not resign her post as the 


o 


controller in April of 1981? 

A. My understanding is that Hubbard 
ordered her to -- off the post. 

Q. And even assuming that that's correct, 
which we're — v/hich it may or may not be 
correct, did she not thereafter resign? 

A. Well, there is an ostensible 
resignation. But she remained affiliated, 
absolutely. 

Q. All right. The answer, then, to the 
question of whether she resigned in April 1981 
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is yes, isn't it? 

A. I don't have that information. fly 
understanding is she didn't resign, she was 
taken off post by L. Ron Hubbard. 

Q. Okay. Accepting for the purpose of 
this question only your characterisation of 
why she was taken off post, at least you will 
agree that she was taken off post in April of 
1981, wouldn't you? 

A. No . 

Q. Then explain that. Explain how, 
according to you, Mr. Hubbard ordered her off 
post in April of 1981 and she was not off post. 

A. No. April of 1981 was not the date. 

Q. Tell me the date. 

A. Okay. It was late in the summer of 
1981. It was in the July, August period. 

Q. All right. And where were you at the 
time? 


A. I was, first of all, in Los Angeles. 
Q. And when were you in Los Angeles? 

A. I was in Los Angeles throughout 1931 

except for a period in — when I traveled 
around . 
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Q . And what did you observe with respect 
to Mary Sue Hubbard no longer being controller 
or C3G after August of 1981? 

A. I was told at that time by Laurel that 
Mary Sue Hubbard had been removed from post. 

Q. Is that Laurel Sullivan? 

A. Correct. 

Q. And you didn't see Mary Sue Hubbard 
after that time anymore in the controller's 
office, did you? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Now, the incidents with Bill Broderick 
and Mr. Andrews, were they not after August of 


1981? 

A. I don't have a date. I've stated 
earlier that I do not have a date from either 
of those people or from Tonja as to when 
exactly those events occurred. 

Q. All right. Now, what is the basis for 
your statement that Mary Sue Hubbard had som e 
involvement with the guardian's office after 
August of 1981? 

A. Well, in my own case, she became a 
plaintiff. 
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Q. You mean the fact that Mary Sue 
Hubbard brought a lawsuit — oh, she did not 
bring the lawsuit against you, did she, for 
starters? 


A. No, the organization did. And she 
indicated that — well, she later became a 
plaintiff in intervention. 


Q. 

Okay. 

And 

she had 

to apply 

to the 

court 

in order 

to 

intervene 

, didn't 

she ? 

A. 

Yes . 






Q. And the court thought that there was 

sufficient legal reason to allow her to 
intervene, didn't it? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And there was ultimately a decision 
written in that case by Judge Breckinridge, 
wasn't there? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And Mary Sue Hubbard had sought to 

intervene alleging conversion against you, did 
she not? 

A. In part, yes. 

Q. What was the other part? 

A. I believe invasion of privacy. There 
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may be another count. 

Q. Okay. And in the opinion that Judge 
Breckinridge wrote at the conclusion of the 
trial of that case, do you recall language 
that he found prima facie case against you of 
conversion and invasion of privacy? 

A. Something to that effect, yes. 

Q. And other than that lawsuit -- and you 
are maintaining that Mrs. Hubbard's 
intervention in that case in which the claims 
that she made against you were found to have 
prima facie validity is an instance of 
guardian office activity against you? Is that 
your testimony? 

A. You asked me about affiliation. Mary 
Su.e's affiliation-. That's v/hat this thing 
began. I never — we never got into guardian's 

office operations against me. That's a whole 
different realm. You have twisted the two. 

Q. All right. So you are saying that you 
have no evidence that Mary Sue Hubbard was 
involved in any guardian's office operations 
against you; correct? 

A. I'm not sure. Mary Sue Hubbard had a 
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claim for private investigators which she used 
against me. I would have to give that a great 
deal of thought. 

Mary Sue Hubbard certainly was 
knowledgeable of my being locked up by her 
junior. She was knowledgeable of my being 
locked up on the premises of the guardian's 
office. She was knowledgeable of her own 
perjury in my case. I would say that she was 
involved in GO operations against me, yes. 

Q. Other than these observations you made 
about her participation in the lawsuit against 
you, was there any other lawsuit in which 
she's been involved, that you're aware of, 
against you? 

A. I think that is the only lawsuit, to 
my knowledge, which has been brought against 
me. There may be more, but as yet I've not 
been served with them. There are other — 
there were two attempts to bring criminal 
charges against me. I do not know of Mary Sue 
Hubbard's direct involvement therein, however 
it is suspect. 

Q. Tell me why it's suspect. 
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A. Because Mary Sue Hubbard is in a 
position to end this madness, and so far she 
has neglected to do anything about it, 
therefore, she becomes -- she at least 
condones it. 

Q. Okay. And by "this madness," are you 
referring to litigation? 

A. I'm referring to dirty operations by 
the organization against me. I'm referring to 
phony criminal charges, attempts to set me up, 
framing me, perjury by herself, perjury by 
attorneys, and every action taken by the 
organization to destroy me economically, 
physically and mentally. 

Q. Now, what makes you say that Mary Sue 
Hubbard is in a position to stop any of the 
things that you mentioned if, in fact, any of 
those things are true? 

A. Because if Mary Sue Hubbard were to 

take a position and say that these things have 
got to end, she can end it. She has the 

position to end it. 

Q. Okay. And what position is that? 

A. The knowledgeable wife of L. Ron 
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Hubbard . 

Q. Well, it was your testimony a few 
minutes ago that Mr. Hubbard ordered his own 
wife removed from her post. Wasn't that your 
testimony? 

A. The post is one thing. The position 
of wife of L. Ron Hubbard is a whole different 
thing . 

Q. Well, isn't it — hasn't it been your 
position in litigation and in public 
statements that L. Ron Hubbard v; anted all 
these things that you claim are happening to 
happen? Hasn't that been your position? 

A. So did Mary Sue. 

Q. And what do you base that statement on? 

A. What I've said already. Because she's -- 
if -- 

Q. You mean — what you said already was 
that because if Mary Sue didn't want it to 
happen, she could have stopped it. That's 

what you hypothesized, right? 

A. She could stop it right now. He's out 

of the picture, she can stop it. 

Q. Oh, are you saying, then, that it is — 
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since Mr. Hubbard's death, that Mary Sue 
Hubbard, in your opinion, is in a position to 
take some remedial action against the 
perceived ills that you have listed? 

A. Certainly now, but the whole time. 

The whole time she was in a position. She 
could have been honest in the case, in my 
trial. She was in a position, she had an 
attorney who was out, visible, but that was 
not the case. She chose to continue the 
violent attack which was hers and Hubbard's 

policy from the beginning. 

MR. HERTZ3ERG: I nave no 

further questions. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Now I'm 

going to, pursuant to my stipulation with 
Mr. Tabb, begin asking some questions relating 
to comments that Mr. Armstrong has made. 

MR. TABB: Can we go off the 

record for a minute? 

MR. BLUMENSON: Sure. 

(A discussion was held off 

the record.) 

MR. BLUMENSON: Let's go 
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back on the record. 

FURTHER DIRECT EXAMINATION BY MR. BLUMENSON: 

Q. Do you recall earlier today saying 
that -- giving a list of people who run the 
Church currently? 

A. (No response .) 

Q. Do you recall that? 

A. Yeah. What was the exact question 
earlier? 

Q. Well, I asked you who do you think 
runs the Church currently? 

A. Okay. Think runs the Church. 

Q. Yes. 

A. Obviously I'm not in the organization. 
You know who is it. I think those are the 
people. 

Q. All right. You said -- 

A. I don't even care who are the people. 
What I'm concerned about is the activity, so, 
you know. The hell with those people. 

Q. You said that you believe John 
Peterson ran the Church; isn't that right? Do 
you remember that testimony? 

A. You asked me who did I think runs the 
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organization. And he certainly is a big 
player in this. 

Q. What is your basis for saying John 
Peterson runs the organization? 

MR. TABB: Mr. Blumenson, I 

objected previously for what is Mr. Armstrong's 
belief as to who runs the Church. Now, I 
don't think it's relevant at all dealing with 
a case from 1974 to 1977. I'm going to 
instruct Mr. Armstrong to — unless you can 
set some offer of proof — 

MR. BLUMENSON: My offer of 

proof is that Mr. Armstrong has some amount of 
knowledge relating to org boards, who controls 
whom . 

MR. TABB: When he was in 

the Church. I just put on the record that he 
was not in the Church. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Let me tell 

you something. I'll make an objection. Mr. 
Armstrong just testified when I was 
questioning him that he believed Mrs. Hubbard 
is still in a position of power to do 
something in the Church. And therefore — 
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MR. TABB: Gerry, sit down, 

please . 

MR. HERTZBERG: -- he made 

this entire line of questioning extremely 
relevant . 


MR. TABB: Mrs. Hubbard is 


not a party -- she is a party, excuse me. 

THE WITNESS: You want to 


continue on? I think you're in a position, I 
think he's in a position, and I think if he 
were to tell his client, "Listen, you got to 
knock it off," he's in a position to do it. 
You're in a position to do. He's in a 
position to do it. 

Q. Gerry, do you think we're all, 
therefore, responsible for — 

A. I think -- 

Q. Do you think that I'm responsible for 
the destruction of you, as you keep putting it? 

A. I think that you're in a position to 
end whatever Meryl Dubay has got going, 
whatever operation that is. You're in a 
position to say, listen, it's crazy, knock it 
of f .

No, there is no statement from Mary Sue saying,

THE WITNESS: I've been 


attacked by that organization. I've been 
attacked by Mary Sue Hubbard, and she is in a 
position to do something about it instead of 
just saying oh, no, no. No, instead she takes 
the Nuremberg defense, which is the whole line 
of your questioning. And all that does is 
continue the madness. 
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People are going to get hurt. 
And I don't want that to happen. I don't want 
ray life more destroyed. I don't want Tonja's 
more destroyed. I don't want Michael Flynn 
dead. I don't want anybody dead. 

MR. HERTZBERGs First of all, 
to ray knowledge nobody that you're associated 
with is dead. And I think that remark is 
absolutely ludicrous. 

THE WITNESS: Well, no one 

was killed in Jonestown before 9C0 bit it, 
either. Just boom, like that. I don't want 
that to happen . 

MR. HERTZBERG: Let me just 

say for the record, and I think Mr. Blumenson 
will continue his questions. Whatever you're 
complaining about, I have no knowledge of and 
Mary Sue Hubbard has no knowledge of. The 
only knowledge I have is that Mary Sue Hubbard 
has been sued by Tonja Burden for 45 million 
dollars. That is the knowledge that she has 
about this litigation. 

THE WITNESS: That's not the 

knowledge that she has. She has the knowledge 
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of the operation of the guardian's office over 
many years and the destruction of individuals, 
and you know that. That's clearly true. 

Framing of people, the framing of Michael 
Flynn, the framing of Gerald Armstrong. 

That's all. 

MR. BLUMENSON: I'm going to 

move to strike all this as non-responsive to 
any question in this deposition. Let's just 
try to get through, because we're all going to 
breathe a sigh of relief when we go home, okay? 

THE WITNESS: No, we won't. 

Some of us go home, we've got watch our 
fucking backs. You go home and count your 
bucks. The rest of us watch it because we 
don't know where the hit's coming from. We 
don't know. We can't trust anyone. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Well, Gerry, 

I'll tell you something, I don't like -- I 
feel like I am being harassed as well when I'm 
called the things I am and accused of being 
involved in plots I've never heard of.

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heard you on the radio go on about the 2 
million dollar plot about Michael Flynn. 

MR. BLUMENSON: What radio 

did you hear that on? 

THE WITNESS: Radio program. 

It just -- damn it. The destruction of 
religion. You guys do more to destroy a 
religion than anyone else on the complaint. 

MR. 3LUMENS0N: Do you want 

five minutes to compose yourself? Because, 
you know, I don't want to be shouted at. I 

don't think you really want to shout at me 
either. If you want five minutes, let's take 
a break now, our else I'll ask as calmly as I 
can and hope to get calm answers. 

THE WITNESS: Go ahead. 

Q. Do you have any evidence that John 
Peterson runs the Church today or over the 
past two years? 

MR. TABS: This has 

absolutely nothing to do with this case. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Tonja Burden 

is claiming a continuing harassment since she 
compiled her complaint, including things that 
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have been brought up in this deposition -- 

MR. TABB: The most recent 

thing Tonja Burden is complaining happened to 
her I believe happened in 1981. 

MR. HERTZBERG: We don't 

know what she is going to testify to. 

MR. B LUMENS ON: Are you 

going to stipulate that there will be nothing 
in the trial pertaining to anything after 1981? 

MR. TABB: I can't make that 


stipulation. 

MR. BLUMENSON: In that case, 

I want to ask these questions. 

Q. Now, what evidence, if any, do you 
have that John Peterson ran the Church from 
any time from 1980 to the present? 

A. I refuse to answer. I think it's a 
crazy question. It has nothing whatsoever to 
do with Tonja. The fact that the guy, on his 
own, not using the testimony of those people 
involved in operations against me, but him 
writing as if they are fact, he's in a 
position that he is setting legal strategy and 
he's putting his name to perjurious affidavits. 
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Q. Is your evidence that John Peterson - 

A. John Peterson approved the — that — 
John Peterson approves, declares by the 
organization -- he admitted to proving -- to 
the approving of policies that they call 
scriptures. John Peterson was the one who 
ordered private investigators to harass and 
assault, run into, and try and drive me off 
the road . 

Q. Let me ask you, Gerry, does John 
Peterson have a controlling supervisory power 
over the sea organization? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. Does he have a supervisory power over 
the GO? 

A. There is no GO. 

Q. Does he have — 

A. Office of special affairs. 

Q. Does he run the office of special 

A. Well, I'll tell you this: he is the 

conduit to the private investigators who you 
people use as at least character assassins if 
not real assassins. He's got a role of 
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control in that. John Peterson could end it.

But there 
is someone in there, and there certainly are 
attorneys within that organization who, if 
they don't have the back bone, at least are in 
a position to. Now, they don't want to 
exercise it because the meter's running and 
they are making a lot bucks off this madness.

Q. Do I construe what you just said to 
mean that you cannot state whether anyone runs 
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the organization or not today or in the past 
two years?

Q. Do you have any knowledge whether 
anybody runs the organization? 

A. Like I say, it could be a complete mob. 
And if it is, if you're saying that no one 
runs it, then I think I'm in real deep weeds. 

Q. I'm not stating anything — 

MR. TABB: This is 

ridiculous. This testimony has nothing to do 
with Tonja Burden. We are not answering 
questions as to who runs the Church at this 
time. That's it. You can ask other questions, 
Mr. Blumenson. 

Q. I'll ask you another question. What 
evidence -- 

MR. HERTZBERG: You're 

instructing the witness not to answer? 

MR. TABB: Yes. 

Q. What evidence do you have that since 
1980 or at any time since 1980, including up 
to the present, Eugene Ingram runs the Church 
of Scientology? 
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MR. TABB: Instruct the 

witness not to answer. 

Q. Have you ever received an order from 
Eugene Ingram directing someone to go to -- 

MR. TABB: Instructing the 

witness not to answer, not relevant to Tonja 
Burden . 

MR. BLUMENSON; I'm asking 
about who controlled the Church in 1980, 1931. 

MR. TABB: Eugene M. Ingram 

is not relevant to this suit. There is no 
allegation that Eugene Ingrain has done 
anything to Tonja Burden. He's saying Eugene 
Ingram controls the Church. 

MR. HERTZBERG: This is a 

relevant time period to the Church. 

MR. TABB: You gentlemen can 

tell that to the judge. We are not answering 
about Eugene M. Ingram. We're not answering 
about John Peterson. 

MR. BLUMENSON: If you're 

going to make a record to refuse -- 

MR. TABB: If they are about 

who runs the Church this present day. 
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MR. 3LUMENSON: No. I have 

a secies of questions about who has run the 
Church and who has given orders in the Church 
from 1979 to the present. Are you going to 
refuse — 

MR. 7A3B: Mr. Armstrong 

will answer questions regarding 1979 to 1982, 
when he was a member of the Church. 

Q. All right. In 1981, did John Peterson 
run the Church? 

A. L. Ron Hubbard ran the Church. 

Q. Did anyone else exercise controlling 
authority in the Church other than L. Ron 
Hubbard in 1981? 

A. L. Ron Hubbard had absolute control of 
every aspect of the organization which he 
cared to control. 

Q. When did someone other than L. Ron 
Hubbard become the leader and controlling 
authority in the Church? What year was that? 

MR. TABB: Did that happen 

while you were in the Church, Mr. Armstrong? 

THE WITNESS: I don't know. 

MR. BLUMENSON: You can have 
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cross-examination if you want it. 

THE WITNESS: When was L. 

Ron Hubbard killed? 

HR. HERTZBERG: Wait a 

minute. Excuse me. First of all, Mr. 
Armstrong has ventured a lot of testimony over 
the last two and a half days about events 
after he left the Church. So your artificial 
limitation here -- 

MR. TABB: Mr. Armstrong's 

opinion as to who runs this Church at this 
time is not relevant to anything in this 
litigation. 

MR. BLUMENS ON: I'm not 

asking opinions, I'm asking fact. Does he 
have knowledge? Does he not have knowledge? 

MR. TABB: We'll talk about 

through 1932. Other than that, he is not a 
member of the Church of Scientology, he is not 
privy to how it runs, its decisions. He is 
entitled to his opinions, and he can make any 
surmises he can from any evidence he has. 

MR. BLUMENSON: We're just 

stating on the record that when you produce a 
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witness or name this person as a witness in a 
trial, I think we have every right to 
cross-examine this witness on facts -- 

MR. TABS: Mr. -- 

MR. BLUMENSON: Can I finish 

this statement? We have every right to cross- 
examine this witness first on the events he 
knows, whether he knows certain events that 
happened, whether or not he was in the Church, 
whether he knows those events, any kind of 
information which might lead to the discovery 
of relevant evidence, including evidence 
concerning his believeability, his credibility, 
and other impeachable material. 

MR. TABB: You do not have 

evidence about his — 

MR. BLUMENSON: If he is 

making claims that so and so controlled the 
Church — 

MR. TABB: That’s not going 

to be an issue at trial, you know it. It's 
not even possibly relevant who controls the 
Church as of 1983 when none of these events 
happened after that time. 
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MR. HERTZBERG: Okay. Vie' re

If you can't stipulate to that, then we have 
to ask -- well, the record will be clear and 
we'll have to go to court on it. 
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HR. TABS: Let me put it 

this ways I don't believe -- Mr. Armstrong 
left the Church in 1981. That's clear. I 
don't think anyone denies that. Mr. Armstrong 
has no personal knowledge of the leadership of 
the Church in 1981. After 1981 all he has is 
his surmise based on various facts. 

The fact if the issue of the 
leadership of the Church after 1981 is an 
issue in this case, which it is not -- it is 
clearly more available to your client, who is 
the Church of Scientology, than it is to ours. 
Who ran the Church in 1981 is not going to be 
an issue in this litigation after 1981. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Are you 

going to stipulate that there won't be 
evidence in the Tonga Burden trial of any 
kinds of actions or so-called harassment taken 
against Tonja Burden from — since 1981? 

MR. TA3B: I can't stipulate 


to that. 


MR. BLUMENSON: If you can't 
stipulate to that, then why can I not ask this 
witness whether he has any knowledge or has no 
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knowledge about any orders or any lines of 
authority in the Church of Scientology after 
1981? It may prove to be extremely relevant 
in assessing liability which Tonja Burden's 
going to be -- 

MR. HERTZ BERG: If he 

doesn't have the knowledge, all he has to do 
is say so and we'll move on. But he has 
testified to a variety of things that he has 
knowledge of, or claims to have knowledge of, 
after 1981, after he left the Church. His 
leaving the Church is not — 

MR. TABB: As far as the 

leadership of the Church, it certainly is, 
because he doesn't know who leads the Church 
after 1981. And I believe he's — 

✓ 

MR. BLUHENSON; Can I ask 
him that question, then? 

MR. TABB: All right. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge whatsoever 
from any source as to who has run the Church 
since 1981? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. /And what is that knowledge? 
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A. The various conclusions which have 
been arrived at by various courts indicating 
that Hubbard ran it. 

Q. All right. And for how long did 
Hubbard run it, according to these court 
decisions that you're referring to? 

A. I suppose right up to his death if he 
indeed died. 

Q. Do you have any other source of 
knowledge other than court opinions as to who 
has been running or giving orders within the 
Church of Scientology since 1981? 

A. Yeah. There is various statements at 
various times. 

Q. All right. And whose statements are 
you referring to? 

A. various people at various times. 

Q. Would you name the people that you're 
referring to? 

A. Statements by a guy by the name of 
Joey, of course those were all lies, right, 
.because that was all set up because that was 
an operation by who was it? Was that Mary Sue 
Hubbard operation, that one? I think so. 
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Soni ebod y like —

record reflect that he is in the middle of an 
answer when his attorney decided to take a 
break . 


THE WITNESS: Well, he's 

still here, he's answering. We ended it right 
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no w. 


MR. 3LUMENSON: He answered 

the question, and the answer is the people — 
the question was what people are you relying 
on -- What statements of what people are you 
relying on for your knowledge of who has run 
the Church since 1981? 

MR. TABB: We'll answer that 

in a moment, gentlemen. 

MR. HERTZBERG; We're on the 
record again. And may the record reflect that 
Mr. Armstrong has been pacing back and forth 
and cursing. 

THE WITNESS: Let the record 

reflect that he's pacing back and forth as 
well. 


MR. BLUMENSON: Let's go off 


the record for a second. 

(A discussion was held off 


the record . ) 


MR. BLUMENSON: All right. 

Have you had a conference with your client? 

MR. TABB: Yes, I have. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Are you 
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ready to resume? 

HR. TABS: Yes, we are. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Could I just 

suggest one procedure? So that you can go on 
more or less unimpeded again, I would like to 
ask a few questions about -- on behalf of Mary 
Sue Hubbard which were raised by a comment 
that Mr. Armstrong made where he has 
apparently accused her of doing something to 
him in fairly recent times having to do with 
somebody named Joey. Which I'm not sure what 
he's referring to, but it certainly is germane 
in terms of my exploring his state of mind as 
a witness in this case with respect to Mary 
Sue Hubbard. So I would just like to ask a 
few questions. 

MR. TABB: All right. But I 

think the record should reflect that when Mr. 
Armstrong made that statement, he was upset, 
and I believe his tone was facetious. But go 
ahead . 

MR. HERTZBERG: So -- 

FURTHER DIRECT EXAMINATION BY MR. HERTZBERG: 

Q. Were you being facetious when you 
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pointed at rae and indicated or said something 
to the effect of why did Mary Sue Hubbard do 
that? 

A. Why does she do that stuff? Why? I 
have no idea. 

Q. All right. Is it your testimony that 
contrary to what your lawyer is indicating, 
that Mary Sue Hubbard had something to do with 
somebody named Joey and you? 

A. Joey was trained in the guardian's 
office, he was a guardian's office 
intelligence agent. He was trained underneath 
Mary Sue Hubbard. Now, whether or not Mary 
Sue Hubbard was behind that thing, the — 
Peterson was certainly involved in it, Ingram 
was involved in it. Whether or not Mary Sue 
Hubbard was behind it, I don't know. I 
suspect it because that's her pattern. 

Q. Okay. And do you suspect it for any 
other reason? 

A. The GO intelligence agents, at least 
two, three, who were involved. 

Q. Okay. And why don't you explain what 
incident this is that you're referring to. 
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Just identify it so that we know exactly what 
you're talking about. 

A. It was an effort by the organization 
to destroy my life. 

Q. That does not identify it for the 
record . 

A. Well, it's the significant one in 
which Joey was used. 

Q. Okay. And Joey was used to do what? 

A. Joey was used to frame me, and he was 
used as a vehicle by which false information 
about me could be promulgated by the 
organization and used perjuriously in courts 
around the world. 

Q. All right. And when did this occur? 

A. It occurred beginning in 1982, the 

beginning of 1982, and it ended — well, it 
hasn't ended. 

Q. And is it your belief that Mary Sue 
Hubbard — strike that. You have, however, no 
direct proof of any kind that Mary Sue Hubbard 
even knows about this or knew about this much 
less that it was ordered, directed, supervised, 
or radifyed by her, do you? 
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A. Again, to reiterate, it's pursuant to 
her policies. I don't know of her involvement. 
I suspect it. 

Certainly attorneys were involved who 
knew about it who were in communication, and 
her operatives were used, the guardian's 
office. It was begun as a guardian's office 
operation. It moved into OSA when they 
changed the name of the guardian's office to 
OSA. 


They used private investigators who 
were employed by the organization by OSA and 
who were originally employed by the guardian's 
office. 


Q. Okay. And probably what will be the 
last question on this, when you refer to 
attorneys v/ho were involved, you're not 
suggesting that any attorney that you perceive 
was involved in this matter that you're 
describing was in communication with Mary Sue 
Hubbard about it, are you? 

A. I absolutely suspect that. 

Q. Okay. And which attorneys are those? 

A. John J. Peterson. 
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Q. And? 

A. Certainly Peterson. Peterson was an 
attorney of record in my case. Mary Sue 
Hubbard was represented by attorneys in my 
case. They all communicate, they all know 
each other. It's a big family, big conspiracy. 
To say that she was not knowledgeable just 
doesn't cut it with me. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Okay. I 

don't have any further questions. 

FU R TH ER DIR EC T E XAMI NATIO N BY MR. BL UMENSON: 

Q. And this incident involving Joey which 
you say was used to spread false information 
about you, is it a fair statement to say that 
your conversations with GO were recorded? 

A. Certainly some of them were. Peterson 
testified -- 

Q. Is it true that many hours were 
r ecord ed ? 

A. Let me just go on. 

Q. Well, I think you answered my question. 

MR. BLUMENSON: I want to 

strike for non-respons ive. 

A. I said some of them. There were 
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conversations which I suspect were recorded. 
Peterson testified that they were not or at 
least that did not have the recordings but it 
was my belief that they were. 

Q. And do you have any basis for that 
belief that they were? What facts do you have 
rather than speculation or opinion that 
certain conversations with Joey were recorded 
other than the ones that Peterson has named? 

A. Because of the pattern which was 
followed by the organization and the fact that 
they h a, v e lied about virtually everything else 
regarding that thing and the fact that 
Peterson himself has lied about virtually 
every aspect of that operation. 

Q. Is it fair to summarize what you’re 
saying -- or are you saying that the reason 
you know that Peterson is lying about the 
tapes is because you believe Peterson is a 
liar about everything? 

A. I never said that. He is a liar -- 
Q. Is there any other basis? 
k. He is a liar about virtually 
everything regarding that operation. 
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Q. In that operation as you call it, did 
you present a complaint to take over the 
Church of Scientology to somebody named Joey? 
A. That's your statement about it. 

Q. Is it true? 

A. It's not true. 

Q. Did you present a draft legal 
complaint to Joey? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And who gave you that complaint? 

A. - That complaint was written at their 


request . 


Q. By whom? Written by whom? 

A. I don't know. But it came from 
Michael Flynn.

Q. And did this complaint — was this a 
complaint that sued the Church of Scientology 
or people perceived as leaders of the Church 
of Scientology? 
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A. I don't have it before ne . 

Q. You knew when you handed it — when 
you handed it to Joey, you had read the 
content, had you not? 

A. I believe so. 

Q. And you knew at that time as you know 
now that that was a complaint, a draft of a 
complaint that would sue the Church and remove — 
intend to remove the leadership of the Church; 
isn't that true? 

A. I think that the intent of the 
complaint was to resolve the madness of the 
organization. It was requested by this group 
of people who represented themselves as 
reformers who wanted the complaint to resolve 
the criminal activity, to end the criminal 
activity of the organization. They claim that 
they were scared to death. They claim that 
they were scared of being killed. 

Q. And did you — 

A. That's what they were hoping -- 

Q. V7hen you 

A. -- to resolve. 

Q. You voluntarily went to Michael Flynn 
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and communicated that you would like to return 
to Joey with a complaint against the Church of 
Scientology; correct? 

A. I don't know if it's against the 
Church of Scientology, but pursuant to their 

request, I asked his help in the drafting of 
that complaint. That's true. 

Q. And then you and Michael Flynn drafted 
a complaint, part of which was to remove the 
leadership of the Church. Isn't that one of 
the prayers for relief? 

A. The purpose of the complaint was to 
resolve the criminal activity of the 
organization . 

MR. BLUMENSON: Move to 

strike as non-respons ive. 

A. That's what there was. 

Q. Was one of the prayers for relief to 
effectuate a removal of the leadership of the 
Church? Is that true or false, Gerry? 

A. I don't have it here before me. It 
probably is true, or something to that effect 
is true. 

Q. And nobody — 
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A. My intent is still that the resolution 
of this whole thing before a bunch of people 
get killed is to put that thing into a or have 
receivership something happen so that people 
do not continue to be destroyed by it. 

Q. And that's one of the reasons why you 
are testifying in various Church cases. Isn't 
that intent one of the reasons why you testify 
in Church cases? 

A. 13ot true. Nov/, if you mean is it my 
intent — if you mean is it my intent to — as 
much as possible to end the craziness and end 
the criminality, yeah, I want that to happen, 
ye s . 

Q. And one of the ways you want to do 
that, what you call end the craziness and 
criminality, one of the ways you want to do 
that is by testifying on behalf of various 
plaintiffs who are suing the Church; isn't 
that true? 

A. I think that that does go a long way 
by making known the truth -- by making known 
the activities, the criminal activities of the 
organization, and the actions taken to destroy 
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individuals. I think it goes a long way 
toward resolving of the problem and making it 
safe for people to live their own lives, yes. 

Q. And is it true that one of the 
outcomes you hope will be achieved by your 
testifying in the Tonja Burden case is that it 
will either achieve or be a stepping stone to 
the removal of the present leadership of the 
Church and substitution of somebody else — 

A. I do not — 

Q. -- who you regard as more responsible? 

A. I do not care who runs the 
organization. I could care less. However, I 
care very deeply about safety of individuals 
and about resolving the threats to life, 
liberty and happiness which that organization 
in its current form represents to me and 
represents to others. 

MR. B LUMENS ON: Move to 

strike as non-respons i ve . 

A. I think I've answered it very well. 

Q. Well, I'm moving to strike as 
non-responsive to the question I asked. And 
the question I asked is essentially, do you 
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hope that by your testimony in the Tonja 
Burden case you can effectuate the removal of 
leadership from the Church of Scientology 
which you regard as -- strike that. 

Do yoj feel that by testifying in the 
Tonja Burden case you may be able to 
effectuate a removal of the present leadership 
of the Church? 

A. I don't have that intent at all. My 
intent in testifying in the Tonja Burden case 
is to get known the truth and right wrongs 
which have happened to that little girl. And 
if I can help in that regard by testifying in 
the Tonja Burden case, that's what I want to 
have happen . 

Q. Have you talked with Michael Flynn or 
anybody else about the content of your 
testimony in the Tonja Burden case? 

MR. TABS: Objection. 

That's attorney-client work privilege. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Hot the 

answer to that question. 

MR. TABB: It's work product 

and it's attorney-client. 
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MR. HERTZBERG: That's not 

work product either. 

MR. TABB: Of course it's 

work product. 

MR. BLUMENSON: I'm asking 

for a yes or no. 

MR. HERTZBERG: He didn't 

ask him for the content. 

MR. TABB: Okay. Ask him if 

he's discussed the content of the testimony. 

MR. HERTZBERG: Just yes or 

no as most of them are, Michael. 

Q. Have you discussed with Michael Flynn 
or anyone else in that office the content of 
your intended testimony in the Tonja Burden 
case at any time? 

A. I do not think so specifically. I 
think it is very obvious that I have certain 

t 

information relative to Tonja Burden in that I 
knew her and was connected to her personally, 
sometimes very closely, and I have a great 
deal of information concerning what I call 
fraudulent representations made by L. Ron 
Hubbard or made by the organization. And — 
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MR. BLUMENSON: Move to 

strike as non-respons i ve. 

THE WITNESS: Well, so -- 

Q. I'm asking you -- 

A. I've answered your question. 

Q. I'm asking you whether you've had 
conversations concerning the content of the 
testimony that you will give in the Tonja 
Burden case . 

A. And I stated not specifically. No one 
has asked me, "What are you going to testify 
about?" No one. 

Q. Has anyone suggested what you will 
testify a bo u t ? 

A. No one has suggested what I will 
testify about . 

Q. Now, you said that you had a 
conversation with Edward Walters. Was that 
today? 

A. Yesterday. 

Q. Last night? 

A. Correct. 

Q. And one of the things that upset you 
was that Edward Walters told you that this 
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deposition that we're undergoing, have been 
undergoing for the past three days, that this 
deposition would be used by the Church of 
Scientology; is that correct? 

A. That's not correct. 

Q. Did he tell you anything about the use 
of this deposition? 

A. That it was going to be used to show 
the other plaintiffs, that is some people who 
Meryl Dubay had in mind. She was going to 
show them, and it was going to prove, by my 
testimony, that Tonja Burden was not hurt. 

And Tonja Burden v/as hurt. 

Q. Can I ask you, when you had this 
conversation with Eddie V7alters, did you or he 
suggest that it would be harmful in any way 
for your deposition to be used on the subject 
of whether Tonja Burden was hurt or not? 

A. Absolutely not. The only -- my 
concern was in the intent of the attorneys for 
taking it, the fact that there v/as an 
operation going on regarding this thing while 
I was sitting here, and the threat which he 
said was a definite threat of theirs. Now, 
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two things, they are going to get me, going to 
expose me, and they are now going to take 
action against me. 

And in that I had already been, as 
I've said, assaulted, run into, sued, framed, 
two attempts to bring criminal charges against 
me, I've been harassed, destroyed my life-, 
destroyed two marriages, been imprisoned, been 
25 months in the RPF, what else is left? All 
I can do at this point is watch my back. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Move to 

strike as non-responsive. 

THE WITNESS: I think I 

answered it perfectly. 

Q. I'm asking you, Gerry, were you upset 
by the possibility that this deposition that 
we are taking would be used by the Church to 
show the plaintiffs or to show anyone else 
through your own deposition testimony that 
Tonja Burden was not hurt? Were you upset by 
that? 

A. What I was upset by -- 

Q. Can you answer that yes or no? Were 
you upset by the prospect that your deposition 
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testimony would be used to show Tonja Burden 
was not hurt? 

A. My deposition testimony will not show 
that Tonja Burden was not hurt. My deposition 
testimony will show that Tonja Eurden, a 
little girl, was hurt real bad. 

However, what I was in part upset 
about was first of all the real serious threat; 
secondly, the evidence of the bad faith on 
your part in that you're connected to the 
Boston organization and I have nothing 
whatsoever to do with the Boston organization, 
but they -- that was the intent. 

In other words, this deposition being 
used for PR and intelligence purposes rather 
than for legitimate discovery. I was just 
shocked. Now, whether or not — that's enough. 

MR. BLUMENSON; Move to 
strike as non-respons i ve . 

Q. Do you -- it's fair to say that in 
between deposition days and this very 
deposition you had a conversation with Eddie 
Walters about the deposition itself; is that 
true? 
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MR. TABS: Asked and 

answered. It's obvious from the record. 

MR. BLUMENSONj Can he 
answer yes so we can move on? 

MR. TABB: Go on, Mr. 

Blumen son. 

MR. BLOMENSON: I'm trying 

to get an answer. 

A. Are you talking about content? 

Q. No. I'm asking you whether you, in 
the middle of this deposition, had a 
conversation with Eddie Walters about the 
deposition. 

A. Eddie Walters called me. He knew it 

was going on. He was told that they are going 

to be flown a copy of this deposition 

transcript as soon as it's off the press. 

Q. And he was concerned enough to call 
you; is that true? 

A. He was concerned about the threat to 

me . 

Q. And isn't it true that when you had 
this conversation with Eddie Walters, one of 
the subjects which came up was the potential 
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impact this deposition would have on the — on 
evidence of whether Tonja Burden was damaged 
or not? 


Did that come up in your phone call 
with Eddie Walters? Yes or no. 


That was — 


Q. Can you answer that? 

A. It's not quite that simple. 

Q. Isn't it a fact that in your 
conversation with Eddie Walters you had a 
conversation about whether this deposition 
would have an impact on the evidence of 
whether Tonja Burden was damaged or not? 

A. That's not an equation. 

Q. Is it a correct statement? 

A. No, it's not. 


Q. What's incorrect about it? 


What's incorrect about it is that that 


was not the subject of our conversation. 

Q. You never discussed whether this 
deposition would be useful in proving or 
disproving that Tonja Burden was hurt? 

A. I wasn't concerned about that.

additional non-respons ive sentence or clause. 

Q. And Eddie Walters conveyed to you that 
he was concerned that this deposition would be 
used by the Church to show Tonja Burden did 

not have injuries; is that fair to say? 

A. Eddie Walters was concerned about the 
threat. That was it. 

Q. Well, did he convey to you the 
prospect that this deposition would be used to 
prove Tonja Burden was not injured? 

MR. TABS: I believe the 

testimony is that Mr. Walters simply repeated 
what he says Miss Dubay said. 

Q. Did he convey that to you? 

A. He related to me what she said. Part 

of which was the threat. 

MR. BLUMENSON: Move to 

strike. 

Q. I'm simply asking about one part of 
this conversation, Gerry, and the part I'm 
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concerned about — 

A. That’s because you don't want to hear 
about the whole conversation. 

Q. I'm going to ask you about the so- 
called threat in a minute, but all I'm trying 
to do is establish that last night in the 
middle of this deposition, Eddie Walters 
called you and conveyed to you his 
understanding from Meryl Dubay that this 
transcript was going to be used to show that 
Tonja Burden wasn't injured. That's fair to 
say, isn't it? 

A. Answered. Answered an hundred times. 

Q. And is the answer yes? 

MR. TABB: Mr. Armstrong has 

told you what Mr. Walters told him. The 
characterization you wish to take from that 
conversation you can take from the contents on 
the record. There is no more to be gained. 

You can characterize it any way you'd like, 

Mr. Blunenson, we 1 re not going to answer any 
question -- 

Q. Are you concerned that this transcript 
may be used or will be used to show Tonja 
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Burden was not damaged by the Church? 

A. Tonja Burden was damaged. 

Q. Are you concerned that this deposition 
transcript will or might be used by the Church 
to show that she was not damaged? 

A. Absolutely not. Tonja Burden was 
damaged. She continues to be damaged as I 
continue to be damaged by exactly that type of 
ope ration . 

Q. All right. How much money -- what do 
you think the monetary equation of her damages 
is, Gerry? 

MR. TABS: That’s of no 

relevance. 

MR. BLUMENSON: That's just 

what the lawsuit's about, that's all. 

MR. TABB: Mr. Armstrong's 

opinion on Ms. Burden's damages is not 
relevant to anything.

Q. Gerry, you came in here this morning 
and said -- strike that. You've said in this

Not all 
the buildings in town got stacks of Freedoms.
